Taylor's  Drug  Company  (Lim.)  had  to  answer  a  charge  in  the 
Leeds  Police  Court  of  selling  cream  of  tartar  containing  lead,  but 
they  satisfied  the  magistrates  that  they  had  a  warranty,  and  the 
summons  was  dismissed. 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  are  stopping  the  sale  of  sweets 
containing  alcohol,  and  are  likely  to  interfere  also  with  the  sale  of 
palatable  medicines  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof 
spirit  which  are  known  to  be  used  as  alcoholic  beverages. 

The  Lord  President  of  the  Court  of  Session  (which  is  the 
Scotch  High  Court)  has  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  special  work 
of  chemists,  and  refused  a  new  trial  of  a  case  in  which  a  railway 
company  were  ordered  to  pay  a  chemist's  assistant  1,500?.  for 
injuries. 

A  Statue  to  Pasteur  was  unveiled  in  Paris  last  Saturday. 
Professor  Percy  Frankland,  of  Birmingham,  and  the  correspondent 
of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  appear  to  have  been  the  only 
British  representatives  present.  We  give  a  sketch  of  the  statue 
and  a  note  on  the  proceedings. 

Mr.  Lewis  Thomas,  the  new  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  Transvaal,  is  a  son-in-law  of  Dr.  Charles  Symes, 
Liverpool,,  and  managing  director  of  Loewer.stein  (Limited), 
Johannesburg.  Some  particulars  of  Mr.  Thomas's  career  and 
his  portrait  are  given  in  this  issue. 

The  Cape  Government  is  giving  a  rebate  to  local  manufacturers 
on  colonial  spirit  used  in  making  preparations  which  do  not  pay 
spirit  duty  on  importation.  This  we  learnt  on  Wednesday  by 
cable  from  our  resident  correspondent.  Other  notes  on  the  Cape 
spirit  question  are  reported  in  the  "  South  African  News." 

Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  author  of  the  well-known  work 
on  "  Commercial  Organic  Analyses,"  and  inventor  of  the  nitro- 
meter method  of  estimating  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  died  on  July  14. 
His  portrait  and  particulars  of  Lis  career  were  given  in  the  last 
issue  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  appreciations  are 
printed  in  this  issue. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  to  have  an 
invitation  to  meet  at  Brighton  in  1905,  and  the  Midland  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  has  decided  to  give  an  invitation  for  the 
Conference  to  meet  in  Birmingham  in  1906.  We  mention  in  this 
issue  that  Mr.  Idris,  the  president,  is  arranging  for  special  saloons 
to  accommodate  London  visitors  to  Sheffield. 

"  Dumping  "  is  being  treated  by  the  Canadian  Government  in  an 
original  way.  If,  for  example,  a  ton  of  a  chemical  is  sold  in 
Germany  by  the  manufacturers  there  at  $100,  but  they  sell  it  to 
a  Canadian  importer  at  $80,  on  importation  the  Canadian  has  to 
pay  the  $20  difference  as  a  tax  phis  the  ad  valorem  duty  on  $100. 
Mr.  Chamberlain's  Tariff  Commission  deals  with  dumping  less 
courageously. 

Business  has  rather  Improved  in  produce  and  wholesale 
circles  this  week,  and  our  market  report  fully  describes  what  has 
taken  place,  including  the  drug  auctions  on  Thursday,  when  Cape 
aloes  sold  cheaper,  but  Socotrine  aloes  was  dearer,  and  cardamoms 
also  were  dearer.  In  the  open  market  saffron,  citronella,  and 
shellac  are  cheaper.  Orange-peel  and  senega  are  amongst  the 
drugs  for  which  more  money  has  to  be  paid  now.

The 
solicitor  for  the  defence  was  making  excellent  headway  when  the 
magistrate  adjourned  the  case  until  September  or  October. 

"  Sheffield  :  Past  and  Present  "  is  the  title  of  this  week's, 
instalment  of  our  series  of  articles  on  the  city  in  which  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  to  meet  on  August  8.  Previous 
articles  have  dealt  with  Sheffield  pharmacy  and  pharmacists ;  this 
one  with  the  history  of  the  town,  its  industries  and  municipal 
enterprise. 

Dr.  George  Williams  Parker,  a  corresponding  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  went  out  to  British  Guiana  a  few 
months  ago  on  a  botanical  and  geological  expedition,  has  died 
suddenly  of  a  malarial  attack.

spirit  for  motive,  heating,  lighting  and  industrial  purposes.  This 
was  withdrawn  after  the  Chancellor's  declaration.

Salts,  and  the  lonisation  Theory. 

Solubility  of  Salts  in  Water. 

VERY  many  salts  are  easily  soluble  in  water,  and  can  be 
crystallised  from  their  solutions  by  evaporation  of  the 
solvent;  in  some  cases  the  salt  thus  obtained  under  ordi- 
nary conditions  is  anhydrous  (e.g.,  K2S04,  _  NaN03, 
NH.C1),  in  many  other  cases  it  is  combined  with  a  de- 
finite quantity  of  "water  of  crystallisation" — [e.g., 
Na,SO,,10H2O j  BaCl,.'-H,0;  Cu(N0,)L„3H2O).  The  de- 
gree of  solubility  varies  very  much  with  different  salts  : 
some  dissolve  at  ordinary  temperatures  in  a  fraction  of 
their  weight  of  water,  others  are  so  slightly  soluble  that 
they  are  generally  spoken  of  as  insoluble  in  water.  It.  may, 
however,  be  assumed  that  no  salt  is  absolutely  insoluble 
in  water,  though  in  some  cases  the  solubility  is  so  slight 
that  it  cannot  well  be  determined  ;  what  is  meant,  there- 
fore, when  it  is  stated  that  a  salt  is  insoluble  in  water  is, 
that  the  salt  is  soluble  to  such  a  minute  extent  that,  with 
the  quantity  of  solvent  usually  involved,  the  weight  of 
substance  dissolved  is  negligible.  When  vast  quantities  of 
solvent  have  to  be  considered,  however,  the  quantity  of 
substance  actually  taken  up  in  such  cases  may  be  very 
considerable,  as  shown  by  many  of  the  effects  observed  in 
nature.  Barium  sulphate  is  commonly  spoken  of  as  in- 
soluble, yet  there  have  been  found  very  large  naturally 
formed  crystals,  some  weighing  as  much  as  50  kilos.,  which 
have  been  apparently  deposited  from  solution.  Barium 
sulphate  requires  about  four  hundred  thousand  times  its 
weight  of  water  to  dissolve  it,  and  even  in  laboratory 
work  this  solubility,  slight  though  it  appears,  is  often  by 
no  means  negligible. 

As  a  rule,  the  solubility  of  a  salt  increases  with  rise  of 
temperature,  sometimes  only  to  a  small  extent,  sometimes 
very  greatly.  There  are,  however,  exceptional  cases  in 
which  the  solubility  diminishes  as  the  temperature  rises ; 
thus,  a  cold  saturated  solution  of  calcium  citrate  deposits 
a  white  precipitate  of  the  salt  when  warmed. 

In  looking  at  the  question  of  solubility  it  is  important  to 
. remember  the  possibility  of  the  formation  of  supersaturated 
solutions.  A  solution  is  said  to  be  saturated  with  a  sub- 
stance when  its  composition  is  such  that  it  is  in  equilibrium 
with  that  substance,  so  that,  on  being  shaken  up  with  the 
solid,  the  concentration  does  not  change;  an  unsaturated 
solution  is  less  concentrated  than  this,  and  therefore  dis- 
solves some  of  the  solid  if  shaken  up  with  it;  a 
supersaturated  solution  is  more  concentrated  than  a 
saturated  one,  and,  if  it  is  brought  into  contact  with  some 
of  the  solid,  solute  separates  out  until  the  solution  which 
remains  (if  any)  is  saturated.  In  some  reactions  by  which 
salts  are  produced,  supersaturated  solutions  frequently 
result,  and  crystals  of  the  new  salt  may  not  be  obtained  for 
some  time;  in  such  cases  crystallisation  may  be  hastened  by 
vigorously  shaking  or  stirring  the  solution,  and  once  the 
process  has  begun  it  proceeds  until  the  state  of  equilibrium 
is  established.  The  most  certain  method  of  starting 
crystallisation  in  such  cases  is  to  bring  some  of  the  solid 
salt  (the  merest  trace  suffices)  into  contact  with  the  super- 
saturated solution.  Where  the  new  salt  is  less  soluble  in 
hot  water  than  in  cold,  the  formation  of  a  precipitate  may 
be  accelerated  by  heating,  as  in  the  case  of  strontium 
sulphate. 

Colours  of  Salts. 
The  great  majority  of  salts  are  practically  colourless  in 
the  solid  state,  and  yield  colourless  solutions ;  but  the  salts 
of  certain  metallic  radicals,  as  well  as  those  of  certain  acid 
radicals,  exhibit  well-marked  colours.  In  dilute  aqueous 
solution  the  different  salts  of  any  one  metallic  radical 
which  has  coloured  salts,  as  a  rule  show  practically  the 
same  colour,  independently  of  the  acid  radical  (assuming 
that  the  latter  is  not  one  which  itself  gives  rise  to  coloured 
salts);  the  corresponding  statement  holds  true  for  the 
different  salts  of  any  acid  radical  which  has  coloured  salts. 
Thus,  dilute  solutions  of  cupric  salts  are  blue;  of  cobaltous 
salts,  pink;  of  nickel  salts,  green;  of  chromates,  yellow; 
of  permanganates,  purple-red.      With  concentrated  solu- 


tions, or  the  crystallised  salts  themselves,  the  colours  are 
often  different ;  a  saturated  solution  of  cupric  chloride  is 
green,  while  one  of  cupric  sulphate  is  blue,  and  the  solids 
exhibit  similar  differences.  Although  in  cases  such  as 
these  the  hydrous  salt  (i.e.,  the  salt  with  water  of  crystal- 
lisation) has  a  colour  at  least  approximating  to  that  of  the 
aqueous  solution,  the  anhydrous  salt  may  have  a  different 
colour  altogether.

The  King  has  appointed  the  honorary  medical  staff  for 
the  Hospital  for  Officers.  It  consists  chiefly  of  his  own 
household  staff,  Dr.  C.  A.  Morris,  C.V.O.,  F.R.C.S., 
29  Eccleston  Street,  Eaton  Square,  S.W.,  being  the  medical 
officer. 

In  Northamptonshire  last  year  the  samples  of  drugs 
taken  for  analysis  comprised  eleven  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre,  sixteen  of  camphorated  oil,  and  one  each  of  ipecacu- 
anha-wine, glycerin,  and  balsam  of  aniseed.  Of  these, 
six  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  and  two  of  camphorated  oil 
were  adulterated. 

The  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  Urban  District  Council 
have  accepted  the  tenders  of  Messrs.  Peter  Spence  &  Co. 
(Limited)  for  alumina  ferric,  A  and  C.  qualities  at 
21.  Is:  6d.  per  ton,  and  B  quality  at  21.  2s.  6d.  per  ton. 
and  of  Messrs.  Higginbottom  &  Co.,  for  loose  green  crystal 
copperas,  at  25s.  per  ton. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Tipton  on  July  15,  relative  to  the 
death  of  f^'arah  Wright,  it  transpired  that  deceased  took  a 
dose  of  health  salts  to  relieve  violent  pains  in  the  stomach. 
She  died  twenty  minutes  later,  and  a  doctor  stated  that 
death  was  due  to  heart-disease  and  was  accelerated  -by 
taking  the  health  salts,  which  produced  an  increased  pres- 
sure on  the  heart. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Essex,  dispenser.  Pontypool,  while  riding  a 
bicycle  clown  Victoria  Road,  Pontypool,  a  steep  declivity, 
I  lost  control  of  his  machine,  and  dashed  into  a  railway 
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bridge  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill.  Dr.  Essex,  J.P.,  his 
brother,  attended  at  once,  but  he  died  within  an  hour  of 
the  accident. 

At  Notts  Assizes  on  July  18.  Frank  Bedsmore  (36)  was 
sentenced  to  one  month's  hard  labour  for  forging  an  order 
for  the  delivery  of  veterinary  medicines  with  intent  to 
defraud  William  Pollard  and  others,  trading  as  the  Impe- 
rial Veterinary  Medicine  Company,  and  for  obtaining 
6s.  2d.  by  false  pretences  from  the  same  company. 

At  Bow  Street,  on  July  14,  William  Goulding  Thomp- 
son, an  aniline-dye  dealer,  of  Whalley  Range,  Manchester, 
was  charged,  before  Mr.  Marsham,  with  committing  per- 
jury in  an  affidavit  sworn  by  him  on  August  5,  1903,  at 
the  Royal  Courts  of  Justice,  in  an  action  in  which  the 
Badische  Anilin-  und  Soda-Fabrik  were  concerned.  Formal 
evidence  having  been  given,  prisoner  was  remanded  on  one 
surety  in  1,000/.,  one  in  500/.,  and  himself  in  2,000/.

West  Ham  and  District  Chemists'  Association. 
A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  July  14,  at 
Earlham  Hall,  Forest  Gate,  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews  (Presi- 


dent) in  the  chair.  After  referring  to  the  summer  outing 
and  asking  for  any  suggestions  from  members  that  might 
be  of  use  for  future  occasions,  the  Chairman  asked  Mr. 
W.  W.  Blades  to  read  his  paper  on  "  The  Status  of  (Quali- 
fied Chemists  in  the  Employ  of  Drug  Companies."  Mr, 
Blades  submitted  that  the  indispensable  principle  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  was  not  qualified  proprietorship  but 
to  provide  that  the  business  of  each  open  shop  where 
medicines  containing  scheduled  poisons  were  retailed  and 
dispensed  should  be  bond  fide  conducted  by  a  duly  regis- 
tered person.  He  considered  that  the  clanger  to  the 
"safety  of  the  public"  was  due  to  the  powerless  and 
dependent  position  of  qualified  persons  in  companies' 
shops,  as  they  had  not  the  statutory  means  to  enable  them 
to  be  real  managers,  controllers,  and  conductors  of  their 
shops.  Referring  to  the  proposed  Pharmacy  Bill,  Clauses  2 
and  7  he  considered  were  antagonistic.  Clause  2  provided 
that  the  person  in  charge  of  each  shop  should  be  the  bond- 
fide  conductor,  while  Clause  7  provided  that  the  qualified 
directors  of  the  company  should  be  the  bond-fide,  conductors 
over  the  person  in  charge  of  the  shop.  At  the  present 
time  he  thought  the  managers  could  not  conduct  their 
shops  as  they  would  if  they  were  the  actual  proprietors 
for  fear  of  dismissal,  and  he  suggested  that  the  Bill  should 
provide  that  the  written  consent  of  the  Registrar  or 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  obtained 
before  the  qualified  person  in  charge  of  the  shop  could  be 
dismissed.  Mr.  Johnson  said  he  did  not  agree  with  Mr. 
Blades  in  his  assertion  that  the  qualified  manager  did  not 
actually  conduct  and  control  the  shop.  He  had  been  with 
a  drug  company  for  over  six  years,  and  had  never  been, 
interfered  with.  An  interesting  discussion  was  carried  on 
by  Messrs.  Soper,  Barnes,  Mitchell,  Potter,  Parker,  and 
Eastman,  and  Mr.  Blades  having  replied,  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  accorded  to  him.  Mr.  Savage  read  some  corre- 
spondence in  reference  to  "  breaking  bulk."  which  ho 
thought  proved  that  the  practice  was  distinctly  illegal. 
Mr.  Forbes  said  that  the  opinions  at  Somerset  House 
differed  from  time  to  time,  and  what  was  then  considered 
illegal  was  not  so  now.  Letters  of  thanks  were  read  from 
Messrs.  Glyn-Jones,  Clapp,  and  Lacell,  and  a  collection 
was  made  for  the  Glyn-Jones  Testimonial  Fund. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  at  the  Birmingham  University  on 
July  20.  to  consider  whether  an  invitation  should  be  given 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  visit  Bir- 
mingham in  1906.  Mr.  A.  W.  Genard  (President)  occu- 
pied the  chair,  and  there  were  present  Mr.  W.  F.  Wyley, 
J.P.,  Mr.  Alfred  Southall.  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  Mr.  C. 
Thompson,  Dr.  Coole  Kneale,  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  (Wolver- 
hampton), Mr.  O.  W.  Evans.  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall.  Mr. 
Jeffrey  Poole,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Radford  (Hon.  Secretary). 

The  President  read  a  letter  received  from  Mr.  Thomas 
Barclay,  who  is  away  on  holidays  in  Cornwall,  in  which- 
he  stated  that  all  it  was  necessary  to  do  at  present  was 
to  decide  upon  the  invitation,  as  the  details  could  be 
arranged  later.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that  there 
should  be  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  necessary  guarantee 
fund,  and  said  that  his  own  firm  would  willingly  join  in 
anything  that  was  undertaken  in  that  direction.  Mr. 
Gerrard  went  on  to  say  that  he  was  a  strong  supporter  of 
an  invitation  being  extended,  feeling  that  the  position  as 
regarded  a  guarantee  fund  was  most  hopeful.

Mr.  Alcock  pointed  out  that  eighteen  years  ago  the 
British  Association  was  meeting  in  Birmingham  at  the 
.same  time,  and  helped  considerably  to  entertain  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference,  inviting  them  to  one  or  two  of 
their  receptions,  and  so  cn.  Then,  again,  the  Leamington 
people  undertook  the  entertainment  for  the  whole  of  the 
Thursday,  and  provided  a  luncheon.  On  another  day 
Messrs.  Wyley  provided  the  day's  programme.  All  this 
was  done  without  any  drain  upon  the  local  fund. 

The  President  said  he  felt  sure  that  Leamington. 
<  Coventry,  and  Wolverhampton  would  again  do  their  best 
to  help  to  make  the  Conference  a  success. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  and  Mr.  Wyley  supported  this  view, 
and  the  President  moved — 

That  a  hearty  invitation  be  sent  from  the  Midland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  chemists  and  druggists 
of  the  Midland  district  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference asking  them  to  hold  their  meeting  for  1906  in 
Birmingham. 

The  proposition  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Wyley,  supported 
foy  Mr.  Gibson,  and  carried. 

'The  President  (Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard).  the  Vice-President 
4Mt.  F.  H.  Alcock),  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  A. 
Eadford)  were  appointed  delegates  to  attend  the  Sheffield 
meeting  of  the  Conference  and  cenvey  the  invitation. 
Analysts'  Reports. 
The  only  drug-sample  takei  at  Guildford  last  quarter 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  was  of  cream  of 
tartar,  and  it  was  genuine. 

A  sample  of  sweets  taken  in  Rutland  contained  arsenic 
to  the  extent  of  |  gr.  per  lb.  The  arsenic  was  contained 
in  a  coating  of  brown  oxide  of  iron. 

The  public  analyst  of  Lewisham  reported  on  July  18 
i-that  the  use  of  formic  aldehyde  as  a  preservative  was  in- 
creasing. It  was  a  most  objectionable  preservative,  hav- 
ing injurious  effects  more  particularly  upon  children  and 
invalids.  The  Departmental  Committee  on  Food-preserva- 
tives had  recommended  that  the  addition  of  formic  alde- 
hyde to  food  as  a  preservative  should  be  prohibited. 

Bermondsey's    public    analyst    reported    on  the  same 
date    that    during    the    quarter    the    following  samples 
.of  drugs,  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
had  been  examined  by  him  and  found  to  be  genuine  and 
an  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.  :  Cod- 
,  diver  oil.  2;  cream  of  tartar,  1;  liquorice  powder,  1.  The 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  same  borough  reported 
having  given  instructions  that  the  particulars  of  each  adul- 
» teration-case  which  was  dismissed  by  the  Magistrates  on  a 
defence  of  warranty  should  be  sent  to  the  Local  Govern- 
i  ment  Board,  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  London 
County  Council,  so  as  to  keep  constantly  before  these 
'  bodies  the  necessity  for  legislation  in  the  matter. 

Shares  in  Perry's  Powders. 
The  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
•  on  July  15,  ordered  Mr.  Benson  Bailey,  solicitor,  Leeds, 
ito  be  suspended  for  twelve  months,  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee of  the  Law  Society  having  reported  to  the  Court 
Hthat,  when  acting  as  solicitor  for  the  trustees  of  Mrs. 
-George  Clay's  marriage  settlement,  he  had  induced  them 
to  invest  360/.  in  debentures  of  Perry's  Powders  Company 
((Limited)   without  informing  them  that  the  debenture's 
belonged  to  him  and  that  he  was  making  a  profit  of  120/. 
out  of  the  transaction,  and  they  also  reported  that,  as  an 
inducement  to  them  to  make  the  investment,  he  had  given 
101.  to  one  of  the  trustees  and  8/.  to  Mrs.  Clay's  husband. 

Poor-law  Notes. 
Mr.  D.  Holliday  has  been  appointed  assistant  dispenser 
by  the  West  Derby  Board  of  Guardians. 

Mr.  H.  Finch  has  resigned  his  appointment  as  dispenser 
of  medicines  under  the  Cheltenham  Board  of  Guardians. 
The  "  Hall  "-mark  Sufficient. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Cheltenham  Board  of  Guardians  on 
July  12,  Mr.  Gale,  as  Chairman  of  the  Dispensary  Com- 
mittee, moved  the  appointment  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Spier  as 


dispenser,  at  a  salary  of  90/.,  rising  to  110/.  In  doing  so 
he  alluded  to  the  fact  that  a  circular  had  been  sent  to  all 
the  members  of  the  Board  by  the  Cheltenham  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  urging  that  only  these  who  held  the 
certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  re- 
garded as  properly  qualified  for  the  post.  This  was  the 
qualification  recognised  at  the  Cheltenham  General  Hos- 
pital and  other  charitable  institutions,  and  the  Association 
declared  that  for  the  protection  of  the  poorer  class  it  was 
essential  that  the  candidate  selected  for  the  responsible 
duty  of  dispensing  poisons  should  be  a  legally  qualified 
chemist.  Commenting  on  this,  Mr.  Gale  explained  that 
Mr.  Spier  was  qualified  as  an  assistant  by  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  which  was  the  qualification  laid  down  in  the 
Dispensary  Regulation  Orders  for  that  Union,  as  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Local  Government  Board.  He  suggested 
that  there  was  some  jealousy  between  the  two  examining 
bodies,  and  that  it  was  upon  this  feeling  that  the  circular 
was  based.  As  deputy  dispenser.  Mr.  Spier  had  .  dis- 
charged the  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  also  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Uniom  Mr. 
Clarke  seconded  the  motion,  and  expressed  confidence  in 
Mr.  Spier  on  account  of  his  considerate  manner  to  the 
poor.    The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

Ten-per-cent.  Carbolic  Soap. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Salford  Board  of  Guardians  on 
July  13  Mr.  Eardley  inquired  whether  the  carbolic  soap 
supplied  under  contract  was  tested  to  see  if  it  contained 
10  per  cent,  of  carbolic,  as  the  fact  that  a  guarantee  of 
10  per  cent,  was  insisted  upon  had  prevented  many  firms 
from  tendering.  Mr.  Byrne  observed  that  carbolic  soap 
containing  7  per  cent,  was  accepted,  and  .Mr.  Eardley 
replied  that  if  so  that  was  unfair  to  the  firms  who  would 
have  sent  in  tenders  but  for  the  guarantee.  A  manufacturer 
had  been  asked  if  he  could  guarantee  10  per  cent.,  and  he 
replied  that  it  could  not  be  done.  Mr.  Dobson  said  many 
tradesmen  complained  about  the  matter.  One  soapmaker 
said  he  could  guarantee  15  per  cent.,  so  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  about  10  per  cent.,  but  Mr.  Eardley  observed 
that  one  of  the  largest  soapmakers  in  the  Kingdom  said  he 
could  not  guarantee  10  per  cent.  No  action  was  taken  in 
the  matter. 

Fire. 

A  slight  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  at  the  chemical-works 
of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Nephews,  Berkhamstead,  on  July  12. 
One  of  the  night  workmen  discovered  in  the  early  morning 
that  some  ' chemicals  in  one  of  the  drying-kilns  at  the 
lower  works  had  caught  light,  it  is  thought  by  over-heat- 
ing, and  he  at  once  gave  the  alarm.  The  Berkhamstead 
Fire-brigade  were  soon  on  the  spot,  and  with  the  help  of 
a  number  of  workmen  employed  at  the  wcrks  the  out- 
break was  quickly  subdued.  The  damage  done  was  very 
slight. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Birmingham  pharmaceutical  students  did  remarkably 
well  at  the  London  Minor  examination  this  month.  All 
passed  the  first  day  successfully,  but  the  second  day 
proved  one  too  many  for  several  of  the  men. 

Decline  in  the  sale  of  feeding-bottles  is  due,  according 
to  Dr.  Bostock  Hill,  to  the  serious  decline  of  the  birth- 
rate. In  a  long  report  to  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council  he  states  that  it  has  fallen  from  44  per  mille  to 
about  28. 

The  Municipal  Technical  School  has  had  to  turn  away 
300  science  students  for  want  of  room,  and  a  recom- 
mendation has  been  adopted  to  rent  temporary  premises 
in  John  Bright  Street  for  the  purpose  of  providing  further 
accommodation. 

The  mosquito  is  responsible  for  quite  a  spurt  in  the 
pharmacy  line,  for  a  "Mail''  interviewer  has  been  to  the 
University  and  gathered  from  that  institution  that  solu- 
tion of  ammonia  is  an  excellent  application  both  as  a 
scarer  of  the  enemy  and  a  neutralise!'  of  its  irritating 
bites. 

The  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  whose  death  you  record,  had 
some  years  ago  some  connection  with  our  city.  He,  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  Bailey,  whose  death  occurred 
only  a  few  days  ago.  and  who  has  a  brother  a  pharmacist 
at  Aston  Cross,  started  a  branch  analytical  practice  in 
Broad  Street  Corner,  but  after  a  short  time  Mr.  Allen 
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retired  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Robinson  bought  the  practice, 
which  in  turn  was  handed  down  to  Mr.  Percy  Smith,  a 
former  Rugby  science  master,  who  afterwards  sold  the 
library  and  apparatus  to  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock.  The  place  is 
now  occupied  by  Messrs.  Munns  Brothers,  photographic 
enlargers. 

Alleged  Smart  Theft. 

At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  July  19.  William 
Jdhnson  (60),  commission  agent,  Robert  Day  (42),  general 
dealer,  and  Percy  Foot  (30),  cabdriver,  were  charged  with 
stealing  and  receiving  from  inside  293  Pentonville  Road. 
N.  (the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Morgan  Brothers),  a  gold 
miedal,  126  coins,  19  pieces  of  paper  money,  192  American 
postage  stamps,  and  other  articles,  value  22/.,  the  property 
of  Frank  Ellis.  The  evidence  of  Mr.  Richard  Morgan, 
■chemist  and  druggist,  was  to  the  effect  that  while  he  was 
at  the  dispensing-counter  on  the  previous  day  three  men 
■entered  his  shop.  The  assistant  served  one,  who  happened 
to  be  the  prosecutor,  while  witness  served  the  prisoner 
Day,  who  was  one  of  the  three  in  the  shop.  In  the  mean- 
time the  third  man  left  hurriedly,  and  almost  immediately 
tte  prosecutor  exclaimed,  "Where's  my  bag?"  Day 
walked  leisurely  from  the  shop,  and  the  prosecutor  went 
dn  search  of  a  police  officer.    Prisoners  were  remanded. 

Under  Investigation. 
At  an  inquest  opened  at  Kensington  by  Mr.  Drew  cn 
July  14,  concerning  the  death  of  George  Campbell,  an 
■export  merchant,  living  in  Bayswater.  the  medical  evidence 
pointed  to  death  being  due  to  a  narcotic,  and  an  adjourn- 
ment was  arranged  to  allow  of  an  analysis.  In  the  course 
of  the  proceedings  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Francis 
Henry  Moore,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  28  Notting  Hill 
Gate,  W.,  to  the  effect  that  cn  the  night  prior  to  the 
■death  he  supplied  deceased  with  a  5-gr.  powder  of  phena- 
cetin  for  headache.  Witness  noticed  nothing  peculiar  in 
deceased  at  that  time  except  that  he  appeared  a  little 
/fatigued. 

Alleged  Frauds. 
At  Leicester  Police  Court  on  July  14.  the  hearing  of 
■charges  against  Theodore  Haley  Ford  was  resumed.  Fcrd, 
who  was  recently  arrested  in  America,  is  charged  with 
Slaving  forged  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  a  cash- register 
to  the  value  of  fifty-five  guineas,  with  intent  to  defraud 
the  National  Cash-register  Co.  (Limited),  on  May  12. 
There  is  a  second  charge  of  forging  an  order  for  a  cash- 
register  value  forty-five  guineas  on  Dec  ember  31,  1903.  and 
'he  is  also  charged  with  embezzling  the  sum  of  eight  guineas 
received  by  him  on  account  of  the  National  Cash-register 
Co.,  his  employers.  Among  those  who  gave  evidence  was 
Mr.  William  Tom  Hind,  chemist  and  druggist,  78  Queen's 
Road.  Leicester,  who  said  ho  saw  an  advertisement  in  a 
local  paper  offering  for  sale  a  cash-register,  "bargain  if 
sold  at  once."  He  replied  to  the  advertisement,  and  the 
prisoner  Ford  came  to  see  him.  Ford  introduced  himself 
as  the  agent  of  the  National  Cash-register  Co.,  and  said 
the  register  had  been  in  the  possession  of  a  man  who 
had  made  two  payments,  and  was  going  in  fcr  a  larger 
■one.  Later  the  prisoner  brought  up  the  machine, 
and  after  he  had  explained  the  working  witness 
"bought  it  for  dZl.  Prisoner  made  out  the  receipt 
as  from  Andrew  Healey,  which  tallied  with  the 
"A.  H."  by  which  the  advertisement  was  signed.  Mr. 
Robert  Alexander  McLaren  Todd,  chemist  and  druggist, 
■manager  for  the  executors  of  Messrs.  Porridge,  chemists, 
'Cheapside,  Leicester,  also  gave  evidence.  He  said  he  had 
never  given  the  prisoner  an  order  for-  a  cash-register.  In 
December  last  his  firm  had  given  an  order  to  prisoner  for 
a  cash-register,  but  the  order  in  that  case  was  signed  by 
a  Mr.  Wood.  He  had  never  authorised  the  use  of  his 
name  by  the  prisoner.  Other  evidence  was  given  to  show 
that  prisoner  had  obtained  from  the  company  a  forty-five 
■guinea  machine  for  a  "John  C.  Tcdd  "  cf  2a  Cank  Street, 
Leicester.  This  machine,  it  was  alleged,  prisoner  adver- 
tised in  the  local  papers  as  second-hand  and  sold  to  Mr: 
Hind  for  33/.,  but  the  money  was  net  refunded  to  the 
company.  It  was  stated  that  there  was  no  such  person  in 
Leicester  as  "John  C.  Todd,"  although  No.  2  Cank  Street 
was  part  of  Messrs.  Berridge's  premises.  Prisoner  was 
remanded. 


The  Diarrhoea-mixture. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Kensington  on  July  14.  by  Mr. 
Drew,  relative  to  the  death  of  an  eight-months-old  child, 
named  Parker.  The  mother  stated  that  the  night  before 
the  death  she  went  to  a  chemist's  for  a  diarrhoea-mixture. 
Charles  Cariuichael.  a  chemist's  assistant  at  Watson's  Drug- 
stores (Limited),  39  Bramley  Road.  Notting  Hill,  W..  said 
he  was  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  Ireland  but 
not  in  England.  He  supplied  the  woman  with  a  stock  mix- 
ture. It  contained  a  solution  of  mercury.  He  only  gave 
the  mixture  as  temporary  relief,  and  advised  her  to  have  a 
doctor. 

The  Coroner  :  And  while  waiting  to  see  the  result  of  the 
medicine  you  prescribe,  the  child  dies. 

Witness  said  it  was  not  prescribing.  It  was  a  stock 
mixture. 

The  Coroner  :  To  supply  a  stock  mixture  in  all  cases  of 
diarrhcea,  no  matter  what  the  cause,  is  ludicrous  and 
absurd  in  the  extreme. 

Dr.  Whitlock  said  the  death  was  due  to  climatic  diar- 
rhoea, and  a  verdict  was  returned  accordingly. 

A  Betting  Claim. 
On  July  15  at  the  Kent  Assizes  held  at  Maidstone,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Darling,  Mr.  William  L.  Towers,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Railway  Street,  Chatham,  brought  action  against 
Mr.  Basil  Steet,  of  Lewes,  for  185/..  less  10  per  cent.  The 
case  for  the  plaintin  was  that  he  put  money  on  horses,  de- 
fendant being  the  "  tipster."  After  a  time  defendant  sug- 
gested that  he  should  lay  the  money  with  a  third  person. 
The  claim  was  made  because  defendant  said  be  had  put  a 
certain  sum  on  with  a  third  person.  The  horses  did  not 
win  and  plaintiff  therefore  sent  a  cheque  to  cover  his  loss. 
It  was  alleged  that  the  mcney  had  not  been  laid.  Defend- 
ant pleaded  that  he  did  not  act  as  plaintiff's  agent,  and 
took  refuge  under  the  Gaming  Act.  The  Judge  said  that  a 
"  debt  of  honour"  was  no  debt  at  all,  and  the  jury  gave  a 
verdict  for  the  defendant,  for  whom  judgment  was  entered, 
with  costs. 

Alcohol  in  Sweets. 

Consequent  cn  the  question  in  the  House  cf  Commons, 
on  July  6,  by  Mr.  Herbert  Roberts  to  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  Inland  Revenue  inspectors  have  paid 
visits  to  many  of  the  leading  confectionery  and  sweet 
establishments  in  the  West  End  of  London,  and  in  other 
districts,  and  have  obtained  samples  of  liqueur-confec- 
tionery where  possible.  The  result  is  that  each  of  these 
establishments  has  received  the  following  warning  from 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  : 

I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to 
acquaint  you  that  a  sample  of  chocolate  liqueur  made  by 

(  )  and  purchased  at  your  premises  has  been  submitted 

to  them,  and  having  lecn  analysed  at  their  instruction  at 
the  Government  Laboratory  has  been  found  to  contain  a 
large  proportion  of  spirit. 

The  Board  arc  advised  that  the  sale  of  such  chocolate 
liqueurs  without  a  spirit-licence  is  illegal,  and  they  have 
accordantly  directed  me  to  state  that  they  must:  require 
the  article  to  be  withdrawn  from  sale  until  such  licence  is 
held  by  you,  and  to  warn  you  that,  should  this  request 
not  be  complied  with,  they  will  be  compelled  to  consider 
the  necessity  of  enforcing  their  decision  by  instituting 
lojal  proceedings  in  caurt  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalty 
incurred  by  selling  spirits  without  the  proper  licence. 
In  1898  there  was  a  protest  against  this  kind  of  trade, 
which  started   in   the    Nrrth   of   England,    and  spread 
through  the  country.    It  is  on  the  cards  that  the  Board., 
arc  also  watching  the  sale  of  alcoholic  medicines  which  are 
so  pleasant  to  taste  as  to  be  used  as  beverages. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

One  of  the  ten  deaths  that  have  occurred  by  poisoning 
during  the  week  was  a  misadventure,  while  in  another 
case  laudanum  was  administered  by  a  demented  mothdr 
to  her  child  at  Castle  Eden.  The  others  were  suicides, 
three  of  the  poisons  used  being  unscheduled — viz..  hydro- 
chloric acid  (twice)  and  liquid  ammonia.  The  latter  was 
taken  by  Ernest  Lord,  a  Leeds  insurance  agent,  while 
the  mineral  add  was  absorbed  by  William  Green,  of  Peck- 
ham,  and  by  Eliza  Wells,  the  wife  of  a  firewood-dealer  in 
Ilolloway.  At  the  inquest  on  the  last  named,  the  Coroner 
(Dr.  Danferd  Thomas)  said  if  anyone  wanted  poison  there 
was  no  trouble  to  get  it.    Pciscns  were  supplied  in  ginger-  .

beer  bottles  and  in  tea-cups  at  some  shops.  Amateur 
photographers  had  no  trouble  in  obtaining  cyanide  of 
potassium.  He  thought  the  labelling  of  all  poisons  ought 
to  be  compulsory. — Frederick  Thomas  Boone,  a  telegraph- 
clerk  at  Newmarket,  committed  suicide  by  taking  60  gr. 
of  corrosive  sublimate.  Oxalic  acid  was  taken  with  fatal 
results  by  Mrs.  Jenny  Sparrow,  of  Haverhill.  Harry 
Pleasants,  a  Tooting  horsekeeper,  and  Emily  Packer,  of 
Bristol,  each  drank  a  fatal  dose  of  carbolic  acid.  At 
Hinckley,  Sarah  Ann  Woodward  (51)  obtained  three- 
pennyworth  of  laudanum  from  Mary  Ann  Dawson,  an 
assistant  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  Pridmore,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Hinckley,  and  drank  the  whole  of  it,  dying  after- 
wards in  the  Cottage  Hospital.  Ann  Williamson  (83), 
living  at  Paddington.  drank  a  quantity  of  belladonna 
liniment  in  mistake  for  medicine,  and  died  from  the  shock.

The  Igazol  Controversy. 

The  controversy  as  to  the  use  and  efficacy  of  igazol  in 
the  treatment  of  consumption  still  continues  between  the 
Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  and  the  L.G.B.  In  response 
to  the  resolution  of  the  Guardians  the  L.G.B.  have  now 
written  stating  that  if  the  Guardians  and  the  medical 
officers  who  apparently  believe  in  the  value  of  igazol  in 
the  treatment  of  phthisis  are  able  to  induce  the  Pharma- 
copoeia! Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council  to  re- 
cognise this  drug  by  including  it  in  the  next  edition  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  Board  will  be  prepared  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  including  it  among  the  drugs 
in  their  prescribed  list. 

An  Outrageous  Assault.

Scottish  Chemists  in  China. 
Tn  the  note  about  Mr.  Stewart  M.  McLeish  in  our  last 
issue  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  McLeish  was  formerly  with 
Messrs.  Brown  Brothers,  Glasgow;  this  should  have  been 
Messrs.  Murdoch  Brothers.  We  may  also  mention  that 
the  business  of  MacTavish  &  Lehmann  in  Shanghai  was 
originally  C.  S,  Churton  &  Co.,  and  was  altered  to  Mac- 
Tavish &  Lehmann  twenty-five  years  ago.  The  firm  has 
two  establishments  in  Shanghai — one,  the  British  Dis- 
pensary, at  1  The  Bund,  and  the  other  Hongkew  Medicine 
Hall,  at  1  North  Soochow  Road.  The  assistants  as  a  rule 
are  from  Scotland,  and  the  business  is  known  as  the 
"Scottish  Chemists"  owing  to  the  personality  of  the  late 
Mr.  J.  W.  MacTavish  and  of  Mr.  McLeish. 


Forfarshire  Notes. 

There  is  a  proposal  to  form  a  Co-operative  Buying 
Association  among  retail  chemists  in  Dundee  and  district. 

Four  Dundee  firms  are  now  pushing  the  wholesale  drug- 
trade  by  sending  out  representatives  to  call  on  grocers  and 
general  dea'srs. 

The  question  of  a  site  for  the  memorial  to  George  Don, 
Forfar's  eminent  botanist,  has  been  in  abeyance  since 
January,  when  the  Town  Council  refused  to  grant  a 
site  in  the  Reid  Park  for  an  obelisk.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Town  Council  Bailie  Peffers  gave  notice  of  motion 
to  rescind  the  previous  resolution  of  the  Councillors,  and 
his  proposal  will  be  dealt  with  at  the  first  meeting.  It  is 
stated,  however,  that  since  the  shopkeepers'  trip  to  Bal- 
later  it  has  been  suggested  that  if  the  Don  Memorial  Com- 
mittee thought  the  life  and  work  of  the  late  botanist  could 
be  perpetuated  by  an  ornamental  drinking  fountain  in  the 
Reid  Park  or  in  the  new  Recreation  Ground  it  would  be 
very  acceptable  and  useful  to  the  community.  We  do  not 
understand  why  this  suggestion  should  have  arisen  upon 
the  trip  to  Ballater,  but  we  have  heard  of  Forfar  Loch 
being  drunk  dry  after  similar  functions,  and  why  the 
memory  of  George  Don  should  be  saddled  with  the  idea  is 
more  than  we  can  fathom. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  secure  a  saloon  carriage 
for  the  Scottish  delegates  and  visitors  to  the  Conference 
and  Federation  meeting  at  Sheffield. 

A  fitter,  named  Thomas  Chalmers,  who  was  in  the  habit 
of  drinking  vinegar  as  a  pick-me-up  in  the  morning,  took 
a  draught  of  liquid  ammonia  by  mistake  on  July  18,  and 
died  subsequently  in  the  Western  Infirmary. 

The  Govan  chemists  have  been  kept  busy  lately  with  an 
outbreak  of  dermatitis  among  the  dockyard  workers. 
Medical  authority  attributes  the  outbreak  to  the  handling 
of  timber  impregnated  with  some  irritating  substance. 

Mr.  M.  Wallace,  St.  George's  Road,  was  a  prominent 
player  in  one  of  the  crack  teams  selected  to  meet  the 
Canadian  bowlers  during  their  recent  visit  to  the  city. 
Bowling  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with  local 
chemists,  some  of  whom  are  experts  at  the  "old  man's 
game." 

Business  Change. 

Mr.  David  Storrar,  chemist,  and  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council,  of  Kirkcaldy,  has  assumed  as  partners 
Messrs.  Alexander  Reid,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  John 
Grieve  Low,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  have  assisted  him 
in  business  for  several  years.  The  business  will  be  con- 
ducted as  formerly  and  under  the  old  title,  the  new  firm 
taking  it  over  as  a  going  concern. 

Greenock  Notes. 

Chemists  in  the  coast  towns  are  doing  exceptionally 
well  in  photographic  materials  during  this  fine  weather. 

The  members  of  the  Greenock  and  District  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  met  in  the  Queen's  Cafe,  on  July  19, 
to  do  honour  to  one  of  their  number,  Mr.  R.  Hamilton 
(late  assistant  with  Dr.  Walker,  Rue  End  Street),  who  is 
going  abroad  for  his  health.  Mr.  D.  Cuthbertson  pre- 
sided, and  during  the  evening  Mr.  Henrichs  presented 
Mr.  Hamilton  with  a  dressing-case  as  a  token  of  esteem 
and  respect. 

As  the  result  Of  its'  recent  experience  of  smallpox  in 
Greenock,  the  sub-etimmittee  on  the  prevention  of  the 
disease  records  the' "conviction  that  while  cleanliness  and 
the  segregation; 'of  contacts  are  useful  adjuncts  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of  smallpox,  the  only 
thoroughly  reliable'  -means  of  combating  the  disease  is  by 
vaccination  and  subsequent  re-vaccination,  as  soon  as  the 
effect  of  vaccination,  owing  to  the  lapse  of  time,  can  no  . 
longer  be  relied  on  ;  and  the  sub-committee  records  with 
satisfaction  the  fact  that  their  officials  have  no  knowledge 
of  any  case  of  smallpox  occurring  amongst  persons  who 
had  been  successfully  re-vaccinated  where  a  period  of  four- 
teen days  had  elapsed  from  such  re- vaccination. 

Greenock  'chemists  '  do  ■  a  considerable  medicine-chest 
trade,  and  they  are  interested  in  a  suggestion  made  this 
week"by  a  correspondent  to  a  Glasgow  paper.  In  view  of 
the  holiday  season  and  pleasure-steamers — especially  those 
which    go   long   distances — being   crowded,    the  writer 
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wonders  whit  are  the  Board  of  Trade  regulations  as  to 
such  steamers  carrying  a  medicine-chest.  He  was  on  board 
such  a  steamer  the  other  clay  when  a  passenger  was  taken 
ill ;  fortunately,  there  was  a  medical  man  among  the  pas- 
sengers, but  the  doctor  complained  that  he  was  unable  to 
alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  patient  for  want  of  a  very 
simple  drug.  The  correspondent  suggests  that  the  carry- 
ing of  a  medicine-chest  stocked  with  useful  drugs  should 
be  made  compulsory  even  on  vessels  which  ply  within  the 
limits  of  pleasure-waters.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Taxing  Toilet-soap. — The  new  Town  Council  of  Brest, 
which  is  8ocialistic  and  revolutionary  to  a  man,  at  a 
sitting  on  July  19  decided  to  raise  the  octroi  duties  on  all 
luxuries,  including  a  special  tax  of  12f.  upon  scented  soap. 
"  My  wife  has  to  put  up  with  plain  yellow  soap,"  said 
one  member,  "and  if  the  fine  ladies  must  have  theirs 
scented  let  them  pay  for  it,"  an  observation  that  met  with 
approval. 

The  New  Codex. — The  "  Gaulois  "  announced  that  on 
Monday,  July  18,  the  adjudication  of  the  right  of  publish- 
ing the  new  Codex  Medicamentarius  was  to  take  place  at 
the  Ministry  of  Public  Instruction.  It  is  to  be  printed 
from  new  type,  and  the  pages  stereotyped  to  assure  uni- 
formity. The  "Gaulois'  adds  among  other  quaintly  put 
information  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  new  Codex 
us  drawn  up  "according  to  the  international  entente  con- 
cluded at  the  Brussels  Congress  of  September  15,  1902, 
which  unified,  for  all  the  countries  in  the  world,  the 
formulae  of  heroic  medicoments." 


TO  THE  GLORY  OF  PASTEUR. 

Saturday  last,  July  16,  was  a  red-letter  ,  day  for  French 
science.  The  occasion  was  the  inauguration  of  the  statue 
to  Louis  Pasteur  at  Paris,  and  it  took  the  form  of  an  impos- 
ing manifestation  in  honour  of  the  illustrious  savant,  besides 
being  the  high-water  mark  of  the  tributes  to  his  memory. 


Pasteur  died  in  1895,  and  already  eight  provincial  towns  of 
France  are  proud  of  their  monuments  in  his  honour,  as 
well  as  several  foreign  cities.  Paris  seemed  behindhand, 
but  the  gap  is  now  admirably  filled. 

The  statue  has  been  erected  on  the  Place  de  Breteuil, 
facing  at  some  little  distance  the  dome  of  the  Invalides, 
whei'e  rest  the  l-emains  of  Napoleon  I.  The  ceremony  took 
place  at  10  a.m.,  and  the  intense  heat  that  prevailed 
appeared  in  no  way  to  mar  the  proceedings,  though  the 
ladies  present  suffered  a  good  deal  from  the  hot  sun. 
M.  Loubet,  President  of  the  Republic,  acted  as  chairman, 
and  he  was  supported  by  the  leading  French  scientists,  as 
well  as  by  a  considerable  number  of  their  foreign  colleagues, 
who  gave  the  ceremony  the  proportions  of  a  European,  or 
even  universal,  manifestation.  A  large  number  of  French 
members  of  Parliament  and  Government  officials  were 
present  and  the  Diplomatic  Corps  was  also  well  represented. 


Lord  Lister  telegraphed  expressing  regret  at  his  enforced 
absence,  but  Dr.  Percy  Frankland,  Professor  at  the 
Birmingham  University,  was  present.  Professor  Herrara, 
of  the  Brussels  University,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  foreign 
subscribers  to  the  monument.  I  was  accommodated  with  a 
place  among  the  foreign  delegates.  In  a  grand  stand 
Mine.  Loubet  found  a  seat  in  the  front  row,  next  to  Mrrie. 
Pasteur.  The  other  members  of  the  Pasteur  family  who 
were  present  included  his  son  and  daughter,  also  M.  Valery- 
Radot,  his  son-in-law,  who  is  the  author  of  the  admirable 
"Life  of  Pasteur."  The  famous  orchestra  of  the  Garde 
Republicaine  performed  during  the  ceremony. 

The  statue  is  the  design  of  the  sculptor  Falguierc,  who, 
however,  did  not  live  to  see  it  completed,  the  work  having 
been  finished  by  MM.  Peret  and  Bouillant  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner. 

When  the  cloth  covering  the  monument  fell  it  revealed 
to  us  the  statue  of  Pasteur  in  white  marble,  on  a  pedestal 
against  the  sides  of  which  figures  of  a  highly  artistic 
symbolism  stand  out  in  strong  relief.  The  great  chemist  is 
shown  sitting.  On  the  front  is  displayed  humanity  implor- 
ing tho  help  of  him  who  had  learned  how  to  find  efficacious 
weapons  for  combating  death.  On  the  three  other  sides  are 
different  figures  which  embody  the  "glorious  conquests  of 
the  scientist."  Tho  inscription  is:  "Pasteur,  1822-1895." 
There  is,  besides,  an  indication  to  the  effect  that  the  monu- 
ment was  raised  by  an  international  subscription.  In  this 
connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  upwards  of  14,000/. 
was  subscribed  for  it  in  a  very  short  time. 

There  were  eleven  speeches  in  all,  and  each  in  itself 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  literature  of  public  discourses. 
The  most  important  of  these  were  those  by  M.  Wallon. 
President  of  the  Committee  of  Subscriber's  and  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  who  made  the  formal 
presentation  of  the  statue  to  the  city  of  Paris,  and  the 
reply  by  M.  de  Selves,  the  Prefect  of  tho  Seine,  who 
accepted  it  in  the  name  of  the  city.

A GOOD  PLACE  to  get  away  from;'  the  hurried 
visitor  has  said  of  .Sheffield,  but  as  we  are  writing 
for  those  who  are  to  spend  the  better  part  of  a  week  in 
it,  when  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  meets 
there  next  month,  it  will  be  profitable  to  look  at  it  with 
eyes  whose  vision  is  more  penetrating. 
'  A  hundred  years  ago  Sheffield  had  a  reputation  for  one 
thing  only — cutlery.  To-day  that  reputation  is  un- 
diminished, but  the  city  has  also  become  famed  as  the 
birthplace  of  every  conceivable  form  of  steel  production, 
the  manufacture  of  scythes  and  shears  going  on  side  by 
.side  with  that  of  big  guns  and  armour  plate.  The  colossal 
establishments  of  the  great  steel  firms  extend  down  the 
valley  eastward  from  the  centre  of  the  city  for  quite  two 
miles,  and  the  railway  runs  parallel  with  them.  Until  the 
advent  of  steam-power  the 
cutlery-trade  was  carried  on 
in  the  most  romantic  spots  of 
the  district,  the  old  grinding- 
wheels  being  situated  in  the 
sylvan  retreats  of  the  Rave- 
lin and  the  adjacent  valleys, 
which  are  still  dotted  with 
old  disused  wheels,  built 
there  on  account  of  the 
proximity  of  water. 

Sheffield  is  essentially  a 
modern  city,  its  development 
into  the  sixth  largest  town  in 
the  Kingdom  being  recent 
history. 

Yet  its  Associations 

are  Ancient. 
There  are  in  the  neighbour- 
hood traces  of  the  ancient 
Britons,  the  chief  being  per- 
haps the  camp  at  Wincoba^k, 
whose  lines  of  earthworks 
stretch  east  and  west  from 
Bridgehouses  as  far  as 
Mexborough.  These  earth- 
works are  included  in 
the  paxk  recently  pre- 
sented to  the  Corporation 
by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
'i'here  is  abundant  evidence 
of  the  Roman  occupation  in 
the  district,  which  in  Saxon 
times  was  called  Hallam. 
Whether  Sheffield  was  the 
capital  of  Hallam  is  doubtful, 
there  being  evidence  of  an 
ancient  city  named  Halkm, 
which  was  razed  to  the 
ground  by  King  William  in 
1075,  when  the  whole  district 
was  swept  with  fire  and 
sword,  the  church  and  priory, 

and  practically  every  dwelling-house  in  the  town  of  Shef- 
field, being  destroyed.  The  manor  of  Hallam  was  at  that 
time  occupied  by  Earl  Waltheof,  the  last  Saxon  lord  of 
the  manor.  It  passed  through  the  hands  of  Roger  de 
Busli  in  1080,  to  William  de  Lovetot,  and  remained  in  this 
family  for  seven  generations,  after  which  John  Talbot, 
first  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  became  the  lord  of  the  manor. 
Through  marriage  with  that  family  the  forebears  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk  succeeded  to  the  manor  in  1610.  One  of 
the  few  surviving  relics  of  these  old  times  is  the  Mancr 
Lodge,  part  of  the  castle  built  by  George,  fourth  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury,  about  1525.  There,  in  1530,  Cardinal  Wol- 
sey  was  entertained  for  eighteen  days  when  journeying  for 
his  trial  to  London,  which  he  never  reached,  as  he  died  at 
Leicester  of  poison  taken  at  Sheffield  Manor — so  tradition 
has  it.  Here  also  from  1571  to  1584  Mary  Queen  of  Scots 
was  a  State  prisoner.  During  the  Civil  War  the  castle 
was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Parliamentarians,  and  was 
captured  by  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  after  the  defeat  of  his 
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opponents  at  Rotherham ;  but  it  was  again  captured  by 
the  Parliamentarians,  who  completely  gutted  the  church. 

Cutlery  and  Cutlers. 
In  those  old  times  the  town  had  become  famous  for  its 
cutlery.  The  earliest  reference  to  it  is  in  a  schedule  of 
goods  issued  from  the  wardrobe  of  Edward  the  Third, 
about  1340,  where  there  appears  the  entry  "  i  cultellum  de 
Shefeld,"  and  Chaucer  in  the  Reeve's  Tale  tells  us  of  the 
Miller  of  Trumpington  that  "  A  Shefeld  thytell  bare  he 
in  his  hose."  Thytell  of  course  is  a  whittle — a  word  still 
familiar  and  used  in  the  north.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  Death  told  the  poet  Burns  to  "put  up  his  whittle," 
and  Macaulay  in  his  "History"  tells  us  of  Hallamshire 
that,  "  from  a  very  early  period,  the  rude  whittles  fabri- 
cated there  had  been  sold  all  over  the  kingdom  "  ;  further 
that  in  the  reign  of  James  the  First  the  market  town 
(Sheffield)  contained  about  2,000  inhabitants,  of  whom  • 
third  were  half-starved  and  half-naked  beggars.  "A 
large  proportion  of  the  people  had  distorted  limbs.  This 

is  that  Sheffield  which  now 
[1857J  .  .  .  sends  forth  its 
admirable  knives,  razors,  and 
lancets  to  the  furthest  end 
of  the  world."  It  may  be 
noted  that  the  poverty  of  the 
town  at  the  time  of  the 
Stuarts  was  partly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  coal-workings 
and  forges  were  the  property 
of  the  lords  of  the  manor, 
who  acquired  riches  at  the 
expense  of  the  townspeople, 
and  it  was  due  in  another  part 
to  the  incredibly  restrictive 
regulations  under  which  cut- 
lers were  compelled  to  work, 
and  these  restrictions,  or  the 
spirit  that  formulated  them, 
persisted  until  forty  years 
ago,  when  that  erstwhile 
druggist's  assistant,  the  late 
Sir  William  Leng,  by  his 
scathing  exposures  in  the 
"Sheffield  Telegraph," 
brought  about  reforms  which 
saved  the  industry  that  the 
prejudices  of  the  worker* 
were  killing. 

The  Cutlers'  Company. 
The  importance  three  cen- 
turies ago  of  the  cutlery 
business  to  Sheffield  is  best 
shown  by  the  incorporation 
in  1624  of  the  Cutlers'  Com- 
pany of  Hallamshire  by  Act 
of  Parliament.  It  is  an  ana- 
logue of  the  London  trade 
guilds,  and,  like  the  Gold- 
smiths' Company  with  its  hall- 
marking of  plate,  retains  the 
statutory  duty  of  deciding 
whether  any  proposed  new 
trade-mark  for  cutlery  complies  with  the  requirements, 
especially  as  to  whether  the  proposed  mark  re- 
sembles any  of  the  3,000  or  more  marks  on  the 
register.  Parliament  has  carefully  safeguarded  the  Com- 
pany's interests  in  this  matter;  but  apart  from  that  the- 
Cutlers'  Company  has  among  the  old  trades  guilds,  metro- 
politan or  provincial,  a  unique  distinction,  the  annual 
Cutlers'  Feast  (on  the  installation  of  the  new  Master 
Cutler)  having  a  political  and  public  significance  equal  to 
that  of  the  banquet  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London.  The 
feast  takes  place  in  the  Company's  hall  in  Church  Street, 
which  was  built  in  1867  and  replaced  the  first  hall,  that 
dated  back  to  1638. 

Modern  Industrial  Development. 
Sheffield  has  been  singularly  fortunate  as  an  industrial! 
centre  in  the  ductility  of  its  raw  material,  and  the  adapta- 
bility of  the  handicraft.    It  began  to  wake  up  in  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.      The  discovery  of 
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silver-plating  on  copper  in  1750  gave  the  first  extension  of 
industry,  and  this  was  increased  by  the  invention  of  electro- 
plating. The  discovery  of  steel-smelting"  by  Huntsman  in 
1740,  and  the  more  recent  introduction  of  the  Bessemer 
process,  began  and  continued  a  new  era  of  prosperity  and 
development  which  is  perhaps  best  exemplified  by  the 
growth  of  the  population  from  about  14,000  in  1736  to 
46.000  in  1801.  and  to  411,091  in  1901.  The  rateable  value 
-of  the  city  in  March  last  was  upwards  of  1,660,000/.,  and 
the  paid-up  capital  of  certain  limited  companies  engaged 
in  local  industries  is  25,385,366/. ;  but  this  does  not  include 
many  of  the  great  works  still  carried  on  as  private  enter- 
prises or  private  limited  companies  whose  shares  are  not 
■quoted  on  the  Stock  Exchange — as,  for  example,  Messrs. 
•Joseph  Rodgers  &  Sons  and  Messrs.  Mappin  &  Webb, 
whose  establishments  are  to  be  visited  by  the  Conference. 

Accompanying  the  change  in  the  nature  of  their  occupa- 
tions there  has  been  a  corresponding  change  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  inhabitants.  Formerly  grinders  held  undis- 
puted sway,  but  now  they  are  outnumbered  by  thousands 
of  workers  employed  in  armour-plate  and  other  factories. 
The  old  Sheffield  grinder  is  a  person  worth  knowing  ;  he 
preserves  many  of  the  ancient  habits,  including  a  passion 
for  sport  in  every  form ;  coursing,  horseracing,  and  fish- 
ing absorb  his  attention,  and  his  fondness  for  dogs  is  not 
surpassed  even  in  the  mining  districts.  He  also  still  faith- 
fully observes  as  far  as  he  can  the  old  Saint  Monday,  and 
is,  as  often  as  not,  a  clean-shaven  individual,  possessed  of 
a  dry  humour  and  a  caustic  tongue. 

The  changes  in  the  cutlery-trade  by  which  outworkers 
are  dying  out,  and  the  congregation  of  the  craftsmen  in 
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huge  factories,  are  resulting  in  the  gradual  disappearance 
of  many  of  the  old-fashioned  privileges  and  habits.  A 
new  race  of  workers  is  arising,  the  younger  generation 
attending  the  technical  classes  in  increasing  numbers  as  the 
years  go  by,  with  the  result  that  a  new  type  of  skilled 
labour  is  being  evolved.  The  better  class  of  workmen  are 
very  independent,  and  the  whole  of  the  trades,  even  down 
to  the  labourers,  are  generally  highly  organised  in  unions. 
The  great  development  of  the  past  decade  has  been  in  the 
manufacture  of  warlike  materials,  and  since  the  members 
of  the  Conference  attended  the  works  of  Messrs.  John 
Brown  &  Co.  twenty-five  years  ago  at  midnight  to  see  the 
rolling  of  an  armour  plate,  methods  and  output  have 
altered  materially.  The  enterprise  of  the  large  firms  in 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  Admiralty  is  almost  startling. 
Huge  shops  are  pulled  down  and  cleared  away,  as  though 
of  no  value,  to  make  room  for  new  processes  and  require- 
ments or  for  the  extension  of  other  departments,  and 
money  flows  out  like  water. 

Municipal  Progress. 
Sheffield  was  incorporated  in  1843.  and  was  raised  to 
the  dignity  of  a  city  in  1896,  the  first  Lord  Mayor  being 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk.    The  City  Council  comprises  sixty- 


four  members,  including  sixteen  aldermen,  the  Lord  Mayor 
being  Councillor  J.  R.  Wheatley,  head  of  Wheatley  ,V 
Bates  (Limited).  The  city  has  the  largest  area  of  any  in 
the  country  outside  London  ;  it  covers  23,862  acres,  and  up 
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to  September  last  the  public  debt  was  7.400.000/.,  equal 
to  17/.  5s.  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  city. 
In  1883  it  averaged  only  21.  lis.  5d.  per  head.  During 
the  last  generation  enormous  schemes  of  street  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out,  the  old  High  Street  has  been 
swept  away,  and  pharmacists  with  recollections  of  the  old 
narrow  crooked  street,  and  others  like  it,  still  have  a 
difficulty  in  finding  their  way  about.  Notwithstanding 
the  vast  sums  which  have  been  spent  on  "improvements," 
many  of  the  old  narrow  thoroughfares  remain,  and  they 
have  a  charm  all  their  own. 

The  Landmark  in  Recent  Sheffield  History 
is  the  great  flood  caused  by  the  bursting  of  the  Dale  Dyke 
reservoir  in  1864.  This  reservoir  was  commenced  in  1859 
as  the  gathering-ground  for  over  4,000  acres,  and  was 
filled  with  water  early  in  1864.  On  March  11  of  that  year, 
after  the  day's  business  was  over,  the  walls  of  the  reser- 
voir burst,  and  the  water  swept  down  the  valley  to  the

city  eight  miles  distant  like  a  huge  tidal  wave,  sweeping 
away  bridges,  mills,  and  houses,  and  carrying  the  flotsam 
and  jetsam  to  the  confluence  of  the  Don  and  the  Ouso 
thirty  miles  away.    Two  hundred  and  forty  lives  were 
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lost,  and  the  damage  done  has  never  been  totted  up.  Old 
Mr.  Clayton,  chemist  and  druggist,  to  whom  we  referred 
in  our  notes  last  week,  was  at  that  time  in  business  in  the 
Wicker,  and  tells  some  stirring  stories  of  his  experiences. 
The  water  rushed  down  the  Wicker  about  midnight,  filling 
the  sewers  first,  then  flowing  into  the  cellars  and  bursting 
open  the  trap-doors,  both  into  the  shop  and  the  street,  the 
water  rising  up  2  feet  in  the  shop  itself.  Mr.  Clayton 
accepted  30/.  as  compensation  for  damage  to  his  stock, 
but  this  by  no  means  covered  his  losses ;  the  only  item  in 
his  claim  which  was  commented  on  was  a  71.  package  of 
opium,  the  assessor  failing  to  appreciate  the  enormous 
sale  of  laudanum  in  the  district  at  that  time.  Mr.  Clay- 
ton saw  cattle  and  trees  washed  down  the  Wicker,  and  the 
mud  and  filth  brought  down  and  deposited  were  in- 
describable. One  of  Mr.  Clayton's  old  assistants,  Mr. 
Percy  Carr,  tells  the  story  of  how,  many  years  after  this 
flood,  they  found  in  the  cellar  a  cask  of  "gum  sorts," 
which  had  been  overlooked.  There  was  a  famine  in  gum 
at  that  time  and  the  contents  of  the  cask,  in  perfect  con- 
dition, were  disposed  of  at  from  2s.  to  3s.  per  £.3,1.  The 
Corporation  declined  to  take  over  the  Water  Company's 
responsibilities,  and  the  property  was  not  transferred  to 
the  Corporation  until  1887.  The  existing  reservoirs  pro- 
vide for  the  supply  of  8g  million  gallons  per  day,  and  the 
near  completion  of  the  Little  Don  Valley  works  will  add 
another  three  millions  to  the  daily  supply,  bringing  the 
total  area  drained  up  to  nearly  32.000  acres.  The  water 
is  soft.  The  Corporation  are  also  largely  interested  in 
the  vast  water  scheme  now  being  carried  out  in  the  valley 
of  the  Derwent. 

The  electric  supply  for  the  city  was  taken  over  by  the 
Corporation  from  a  private  company  some  years  ago,  and 
the  capital  expenditure  up  to  date  is  over  740,000/..  but  the 
expenditure  continues.  The  markets,  baths,  fire-brigade, 
free  libraries,  and  drainage  and  sanitary  works  are  all  run 
by  the  city  fathers,  more  or  less  profitably,  but  the  out- 
standing feature  of  Sheffield  municipal  enterprise  is  the 
tramway  system.  No  municipality  can  boast  a  finer 
service  of  electric  cars,  and  since  1896  the  extension  of  the 
suburbs  caused  by  the  incursion  of  cars  into  the  out- 
skirts has  been  phenomenal.  Last  year  61,450.993  passen- 
gers were  carried,  and  the  total  revenue  earned  was 
235,981/.  15s.  Id.  Between  two  and  three  hundred  cars 
are  engaged  in  the  service,  and  upwards  of  fifty-eight  miles 
of  track  are  in  use.  On  most  routes  a  through  service  from 
one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other  is  in  operation,  and  pas- 
sengers are  carried  for  a  uniform  fare  of  a  penny  to  and 
from  the  centre  of  the  city  the  full  length  of  the  route. 
The  tramways  are  a  substantial  and  profitable  property 
worked  on  businesslike  lines  and  they  have  already  con- 
tributed to  the  relief  of  rates. 

Education  is  the  latest  addition  to  the  Corporation's 
work,  and  the  mention  of  that  brings  us  to  a  point  in  the 
narrative  where  we  have  to  speak  of  educational  institu- 
tions and  allied  bodies,  for  which  the  narrow  confines  of 
this  number  are  not  so  well  suited  as  the  larger  purpose 
of  our  Summer  Issue. 
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Handyside. — Mr.  George  Handyside,  of  12  Bentinck 
Crescent,  and  2  Portland  Street,  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
maker  of  a  consumption-cure,  formerly  a  boot  and  shoe 
maker,  has  left  a  gross  estate  of  147,860/.  He  bequeathed 
large  sums  to  charities. 

Lyon. — Mr.  Jeremiah  Lyon,  Biddings  Court,  Caterham, 
and  of  Messrs.  Jeremiah  Lyon  &  Co.,  London,  Birming- 
ham, and  Manchester,  East  India  merchants,  who  died  in 
May  last,  has  left  estate  valued  at  67,804/.  2.?.  Zd. 

Moore. — The  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Henry 
Moore,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  died  at  Regency 
Square,  Brighton,  on  April  25,  has  been  proved  at  2,895/. 
gross. 

Smith.— The  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Smith,  of 
Bycullah  House,  Enfield,  and  of  Smith's  Advertising 
Agency,  Fleet  Street,  and  chairman  of  Dr.  Tibbies'  Vi- 
Cocoa  (Limited),  who  died  at  King's  Cross  Station  on 
February  8,  has  been  proved  at  104,445/. 
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Trade  Law. 

The  Chemist's  Special  Case  in  Injuries. — In  March 
Mr.  George  Priestley,  chemist's  assistant,  Paisley,  got 
1,500/.  damages  from  the  Glasgow  and  South-Western  Rail- 
way Company  in  respect  to  injuries  ho  received  at  St.  Enoch 
Station,  Glasgow,  on  July  27.  The  company,  .  dissatisfied 
with  this  award  by  a  Court  of  Session  jury,  applied  for  a 
new  trial,  which  on  July  16  was  refused,  the  company  to 
pay  expenses.  The  Lord  President,  in  giving  judgment, 
said  the  pursuer  was  about  twenty-nine  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  a  chemist's  assistant,  and  qualifying 
for  being  a  chemist  on  his  own  account.  For  a  person  of 
that  kind,  who  has  to  deal  with  minute  weights  and  minute 
quantities  of  liquids,  fine  hand-work,  and  work  of  hand  and 
eye  in  compounding  what  chemists  do  compound  and  deal 
in,  it  is  a  very  serious  thing  to  suffer  an  injury  such  as  this 
man  suffered.  It  is  a  very  serious  thing  not  merely  to  him 
as  an  individual,  but  as  possibly  affecting  his  fitness  to  carry 
on  his  particular  business  with  success.  That  is  the  kind  of 
thing  which  Parliament  by  Acts  relative  to  procedure  had 
relegated  to  a  jury  as  representing  the  good  sense  of  the 
community  in  dealing  with  such  a  matter. 

Time  limit  for  Prosecutions.— In  the  King's  Bench 
Division  last  week,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr. 
Justice  Kennedy,  and  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  the  appeal 
was  decided  in  the  case  of  Brooks  v.  Bagshaw.  The 
Justices  of  Norwich  dismissed  a  prosecution  brought  by 
Brooks,  an  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  against  Bagshaw,  for  selling  adulterated  milk,  on  the 
ground  that  the  summons  was  not  served  within  twenty- 
eight  days  of  the  alleged  offence.  It  was  contended  by  the 
appellant  that  the  laying  of  the  information  was  a  sufficient 
institution  of  the  proceedings.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in 
giving  judgment,  said  that  in  the  case  of  "  Beardsley  v. 
Giddings  "  Mr.  Justice  Wills  stated. that  he  had  always 
understood  that  in  criminal  proceedings  the  commencement 
of  them  was  the  laying  of  the  information.  It  seemed  to 
him  (the  Lord  Chief  Justice)  that  that  was  the  right  view 
to  take.  Ever  since  "  ex  parte  Fielding"  it  seemed  to  have 
been  held  that  on  a  valid  information  a  series  of  summonses 
could  be  issued  unless  there  had  been  a  determination  on 
the  merits.  He  thought  that  as  the  information  in  that 
case  was  in  proper  time,  the  issue  of  a  second  summons 
was  not  too  late,  and  the  appeal  must  be  allowed.  The  other 
Judges  agreed  and  the  case  was  sent  back. 

Master  and  Servant  Jointly  Sued. — At  Birmingham 
County  Court  last  week,  an  action  was  brought  by  George 
Mullis,  a  coal-dealer,  against  Robert  Darlow,  farrier,  and 
Albert  Spruce,  veterinary  surgeon  (all  of  Birmingham),'  to 
recover  25/.  damage  for  the  loss  of  a  colt  through  an  opera- 
tion alleged  to  have  been  unskilfully  performed  by  the 
defendants.  The  facts  of  the  case,  which  occupied  two  days 
in  the  hearing,  were  that  Darlow  performed  ' an  operation 
on  the  colt,  using  a  pocket-knife  for  the  purpose.  After  the 
operation  the  animal  bled  seriously,  and  the  defendant 
Spruce  came  to  examine  it,  but  failed  to  stop  the  bleeding, 
which  lasted  four  days,  after  which  the  colt  died.  It  was 
alleged  in  defence  that  Darlow  was  not  acting  as  assistant 
to  Spruce,  and  a  number  of  witnesses  were  called  to  give 
evidence  as  to  the  operation,  it  being  alleged  that  death 
was  caused  by  blood-poisoning  due  to  the  filthy  condition  of 
the  stable  in  which  the  animal  was  kept.  The  Judge,  in 
summing  up,  said  he  was  not  aware  of  any  action  having 
been  brought  before  against  master  and  servant  jointly  for 
the  wrong-doing  of  the  servant.  He  put  several  questions  to 
the  jury,  who  found  that  (1)  there  was  negligence  on  the 
part  of' Darlow  in  his  treatment  of  the  colt,  (2)  this  negli- 
gence was  the  cause  of  death,  and  (3J  Darlow  was  acting  as 
the  servant  of  Spruce.  They  assessed  the  damages  at 
24/.  10s.,  and  his  Honour  held  that  the  two  defendants  were 
equally  liable  for  the  damage,  and  gave  judgment  against 
them  in  accordance  with  the  jury's  finding. 


Supreme  Court  of  Judicature. 

Empty  Sparklets. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Monday,  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  and  Lord  Justices  Stirling  and  Mathew  concluded 
the  hearing  of  the  case  of  Aerators  (Limited)  v.  Webber, 
which  was  an  application  by  the  plaintiffs  asking  for  judg- 
ment or  new  trial  of  the  action  which  was  heard  before 
Mr.  Justice  Channell  and  a  common  jury  in  the  King's 
Bench  Division.  The  plaintiff  company  claimed  for  the 
return  of  certain  goods  (empty  sparklets),  their  property, 
alleged  to  have  been  wrongfully  detained  by  the  defendant. 
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They  also  asked  for  damages  and  for  an  injunction  restrain- 
ing him  from  parting  with  the  goods.  The  defendant,  it 
seemed,  had  done  cartage-work  for  the  plaintiffs  and  had 
•obtained  3  tons  of  defective  capsules  from  the  plaintiffs' 
works,  which  they  asked  him  to  return.  He  refused  and 
•counterclaimed  for  damages  for  breach  of  a  cartage  con- 
tract. A  verdict  for  the  defendant  was  returned  by  the 
jury  at  the  trial,  and,  while  entering  judgment  for  the 
defendant,  Mr.  Justice  Channell  expressed  disapproval  of 
the  finding.    Hence  plaintiffs'  appeal. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that 
as  regarded  counterclaim,  an  examination  of  the  figures 
showed  it  was  clear  that  there  was  a  balance  in  favour 
of  the  plaintiffs.  ,  The  verdict  and  judgment  on  the  coun- 
terclaim must  thus  be  set  aside  and  judgment  entered  for 
the  plaintiffs  on  the  counterclaim,  with  costs.  As  to  the 
claim  raising  the  main  issue  between  the  parties,  it  seemed 
to  him  that  the  verdict  was  a  perverse  one.  As  there 
■was  evidence,  however,  upon  which  the  jury  might  have 
found  as  they  did,  the  Court  had  no  power  to  set 
aside  the  verdict  on  the  claim.  All  they  could  do  was  to 
order  a  new  trial. 

Lord  Justices  Stirling  and  Mathew  concurred.  Lord 
Justice  Mathew  remarked  that  there  was  nothing  to  indi- 
cate that  Webber,  the  defendant,  was  to  blame  for  the 
part  he  took  up,  and  in  so  far  as  he  defended  the  action 
■with  a  view  to  clearing  his  character  he  had  been  success- 
ful. 

The  costs  of  the  first  hearing  and  the  appeal  were 
ordered  to  abide  the  result  of  the  rehearing  of  the  case 
with  regard  to  the  issue  raised  by  the  claim. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Importing  Patented  Dyes. 
Mr.  Justice  Buckley,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
July  16,  heard  two  cases  by  the  Badische  Anilin-  und 
■Soda  Fabrik  against  H.  Kupperberg  &  Co.  and  another. 
'The  defendants  in  both  cases  delivered  defences  and  were 
•ordered  to  answer  interrogatories,  which  they  did  not  do, 
so  the  defences  were  struck  out.  Mr.  J.  C.  Graham,  on 
ibehalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  moved  for  judgment.  In  the  first 
case,  he  said,  there  was  a  certificate  of  validity  of  the 
plaintiffs'  patent,  and  the  minutes  of  judgment  were  that 
the  defendants,  their  agents  and  workmen  might  be  re- 
strained from  importing  into  this  country  or  using  or  sell- 
ing dyestuffs  which  infringed  the  plaintiffs'  patent,  and 
that  there  should  be  an  inquiry  as  to  damages  and  an 
•order  that  the  defendants  should  pay  the  plaintiffs  the 
amount  certified,  with  costs,  and  delivery  up  to  the  plain- 
tiffs of  all  such  dyestuffs  delivered  into  this  country  by 
the  order  or  demand  of  the  defendants  as  had  been  made 
in  accordance  with  plaintiffs'  patent. r  Mr.  Justice  Buckley 
made  the  order  as  asked.  In  the  second  case,  it  was 
stated  that  the  patent  had  expired,  and  an  inquiry  as  to 
damages  was  directed,  the  costs  of  which  were  reserved. 

Damages  against  Boots. 
At  the  Manchester  Assizes  just  concluded,  Mr.  H.  Hig- 
gins,  a  commercial  traveller,  residing  at  Moss  Side, 
(brought  an  action  against  Boots,  Cash  Chemists  (Limited), 
St.  Ann's  Square  branch,  for  damages  for  personal  in- 
juries resulting  from"  falling  down  a  hoist  on  Christmas 
Eve.  A  sum.  of  500?.  was 'claimed,  and  the  defendants 
had  paid  100/.'  into  court.  The  plaintiff  had  gone  to  defen- 
dants' emporium  for  some  fancy  article  suitable  for  a 
Christmas  present,  and  was  directed  to  a  room  upstairs. 
It.  was  nearly'  dark,  and  the  plaintiff,  seeing  a  door  partly 
open  which  he  thought  led  to  a  staircase,  opened  it  and 
fell  down  the  hoist-hole  a  depth  of  25  feet.  He  had  been 
months  at  St.  Ann's-ori-Sea,-  and  had  'done  Very  little  work 
since.  Contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plain- 
tiff was  pleaded,  by  the  defendants,  but  the  jury  gave  a 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for  165/. 

Sulphate  for  Carbonate  of  Soda. 
At  the  Omagh  Assizes  on  July  14.  Mr.  John  Devine 
appealed  against  a  decree  of  the  Strabane  County  Court 
\  in  which'  he ,  was  fined  5/.  for  breach  of.  warranty  for 
supplying  sulphate  instead  of  carbonate  of  soda  for  potato- 
•.spraying  (G.  <£■  D,,  July  2,  page  23)7  The  soda  was  re- 
f-quired  for -mixing  .with  eoppsr , -sulphate  and  it  was  con- 


tended that  the  soda  supplied,  being  chiefly  sulphate,  did 
not  exert  the  neutralising  effect  that  the  carbonate  would 
have  done.  The  evidence  given  was  similar  to  that  pre- 
sented to  the  County  Court,  and  in  the  end  the  decree  of 
the  County  Court  was  reversed,  and  the  action  dismissed, 
with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Arachis  Oil  for  Olive  Oil. 
At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  July  20  Samuel 
Levy,  Dalston  Lane,  was  summoned  for  selling  olive  oil 
containing  50  per  cent,  of  arachis  oil.  In  the  course  of 
the  evidence  proving  the  purchase  the  defendant  ques- 
•  tioned  the  purchaser,  a  boy  of  fifteen,  as  to  what  tran- 
spired at  the  time,  defendant's  version  being  that  he  told 
him  he  could  not  expect  to  get  olive  oil  at  the  price.  This 
the  boy  denied,  also  that  he  asked  for  salad  oil.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams, for  the  prosecution,  explained  to  the  Magistrate 
that  the  adulterant  is  an  oil  made  from  monkey-nuts  or 
earth-nuts,  and,  although  not  harmful,  it  does  not,  he  said, 
do  the  amount  of  good  medicinally  that  pure  olive  oil  does. 
The  Magistrate  (Mr.  Paul  Taylor)  considered  the  case 
proved,  and  asked  how  long  defendant  had  been  in  busi- 
ness. Being  told  "two  or  three  years,"  he  expressed  his 
surprise  that  the  authorities  allow  a  shopkeeper  to  go  on  for 
so  long  a  time  without  testing  the  quality  of  his  goods ; 
whereupon  Mr.  Williams  remarked,  "  We  are  just  com- 
mencing this  kind  of  investigation."  A  fine  of  40s.,  and 
12s.  6c/.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Lead  in  Cream  of  Tartar. 
Taylors'  Drug  Company  (Limited)  were  summoned  be- 
fore the  Leeds  City  Police  Court,  on  Wednesday,  for 
selling  cream  of  tartar  which  was  not  according  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  standard.  Mr.  T.  Thornton, 
Assistant  Town  Clerk,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Shepherd, 
barrister,  appeared  for  Messrs.  Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst, 
wholesale  druggists,  who  had  supplied  the  cream  of  tartar 
to  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Thornton,  in  opening  the  case,  stated  that  the  sum- 
mons was  issued  under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act.  The 
cream  of  tartar  was  purchased  on  June  8  at  the  defendants' 
shop  in  Kirkgate,  and  on  being  analysed  was  found  to 
contain  lead  compounds  equal  to  5  gr.  of  metallic  lead 
per  lb.  That,  contended  Mr.  Thornton,  would  be  in- 
jurious to  any  person  taking  the  drug.  Since  the  sum- 
mons the  defendants  had  given  notice  that  they  intended 
to  rely  upon  a  warranty  which  had  been  given  them  by 
Messrs.  Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst. 

The  purchase  having  been  proved,  Dr.  Porter;  assistant 
medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city,  stated  that  cream  of 
tartar  is  frequently  used  in  water  as  a  beverage  with 
lemon  flavouring,  and  is  known  as  "Imperial  drink."  It 
is  also  taken  by  persons  suffering  from  Plight's  disease. 
Lead  frequently  taken  in  small  quantities  is  poisonous,  and 
persons  suffering  from  kidney  diseases  are  peculiarly  sus- 
ceptible to  it. 

Mr.  Shepherd  :  Cream  of  tartar  is  made  in  lead  vessels, 
and  the  lead  gets  in  during  the  manufacture  ? — So  I  under- 
stand. 

It  is  only  within  the  last  twelve  months  that  analysts 
have  troubled  to  analyse  it  for  lead  ? — Only  recently. 
'  Mr.  Shepherd  :  It  is  owing  to  the  recent  scare.  Continu- 
ing, Mr.  Shepherd  stated  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Hirst, 
Brooke  &  Hirst  that  they  relied  upon  a  similar  warranty 
to  that  given  by  them.  When  they  found  the  cream  of 
tartar  contained  the  quantity  of  impurities  stated  in  the 
analyst's  report  they  returned  what  they  had  remaining 
of  the  drug  to  the  manufacturers. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Judson,  secretary  of  the  company,  gave  evi- 
dence in  support  of  this  statement,  and  produced  the 
warranty. 

The  Magistrates  then  discharged  the  defendants.  . 
Sweet  SriRiT  of  Nitre, 
i  At  Sedbergh  on  July  13,  Thomas  Bentham,  of  Gawthorp, 
was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  the 
I  analyst  certified  to  contain  only  0.94  per  cent,  of  nitrous 
I  ether,  little  more  than  one  half  the  proper  ■proportion. 
Mr.  Richard  Hope,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Kendal,  stated 
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that  in  October,  1897,  while  representing  Mr.  Burtcn,  of 
Kendal,  he  took  defendant's  order  for  the  drug.  He  ob- 
served that  the  sample'  left  by  the  inspector  with  the 
defendant  was  not  properly  sealed,  and  if  the  other 
samples  were  sealed  in  the  same  way  the  contents  would 
lose  strength.  The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.,  and 
37x.  9<7.  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  the  South-Western  Police  Court,  London,  on  June  20, 
before  Mr.  Garrett,  Mr.  W.  Walsham,  manager  for  Messrs. 
Baker  &  Bennett,  chemists,  145  Northcote  Road,  S.W., 
was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  stated  to  be 
18.6  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  Mr.  P.  Cauldwell 
prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Battersea  Borough  Counc  il  ; 
and  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  of  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby, 
defended. 

The  facts  connected  with  the  purchase  having  been 
formally  admitted,  Mr.  Cauldwell  made  some  observations 
with  regard  to  the  decomposition  paragraph  which  Mr. 
Kirby  said,  at  the  hearing  of  a  similar  case  on  June  6, 
.should  have  been  on  the  analyst's  certificate.  He  con- 
tended that  no  such  decomposition  takes  place  in  cam- 
phorated oil  as  is  contemplated  in  the  Act,  arguing  that 
only  chemical  decomposition  is  meant. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  gave  evidence  to  the  effect 
that  camphor  is  the  principal  ingredient  in  this  article. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Cassal,  public  analyst,  explained  how  he 
arrived  at  his  figures,  and  how  he  ccnverted  the  fluid 
measure  of  the  B.P.  into  parts  by  weight.  He  said  cam- 
phorated oil  is  not  at  all  liable  to  decomposition,  like  butter 
or  the  article  mentioned  in  "  Hudson  v.  Bridge,"  viz., 
vinegar  of  squill.  Decomposition,  in  his  opinion,  means 
chemical  change,  or  alteration  of  the  component  paits  of 
a  substance,  and  includes  the  production  of  new  sub- 
stances. He  admitted  that  camphorated  oil  loses  a  little 
i  amphor  by  evaporation;  but  this  could  not  interfere  with 
the  analysis,  therefore  there  was  no  need  to  put  the  de- 
composition clause  in  his  certificate.  He  woidd,  however, 
always  put  it  in  in  future.  Mr.  Kirby  handed  seven 
copies  of  analysts'  certificates  to  the  witness,  who  ad- 
mitted that  on  most  of  them  the  weight  of  the  sample  was 
stated,  and  the  "no  decomposition"  clause  inserted.  Wit- 
ness also  stated  that  loss  of  camphor  results  from  volatili- 
sation, but  that  it  does  not  separate  from  the  oil  before  it 
evaporates.  Asked  if  olive  oil  is  liable  to  hydrolysis,  he 
said  it  would  take  him  half  an  hour  to  explain  that.  He, 
however,  admitted  that  it  may  absorb  moisture.  He  did 
not  agree  with  the  statement  in  Allen's  "Commercial 
Organic  Analysis  "  that  fats  and  oils  are  liable  to  decom- 
pose spontaneously  when  in  contact  with  organic  matter. , 
Mr.  Kirby  objected  to  the  certificate  on  the  ground  that 
the  weight  of  the  sample  was  not  stated  on  it.  and  quoted 
High  Court  cases  to  show  that  this  should  have  been 
done.  He  submitted  that  the  analyst  should  have  stated 
for  the  information  of  the  Bench  how  he  had  arrived  at 
his  figures,  and  how  he  had  converted  the  fluid  measure 
ordered  in  the  B.P.  into  parts  by  weight.  He  complained 
also  that  the  analyst  had  not  certified  as  to  how  he 
arrived  at  the  percentage  of  21.8  camphor  which  he  (the 
analyst)  said  should  be  present  in  the  preparation.  Al- 
though the  B.P.  directs  a  certain  amount  of  camphor  to 
be  put  in,  it  does  not  specify  the  amount  which  should 
remain  in  the  finished  product.  From  his  experience  of 
analysts  he  found  that  they  do  not  all  agiee  as  to  what 
the  standard  amount  should  be.  His  chief  objection  t;o 
the  certificate  was  the  absence  of  the  "  decomposition 
clause."  The  analyst  appeared  to  think  that  before  he 
was  obliged  to  insert  that,  there  must  be  a  chemical 
decomposition  such  as  is  liable  to  occur  in  butter.  The 
Judges  in  "  Hudson  -v.  Bridge,"  however,  were  of  a 
different  opinion.  They  said,  "If  the  article  is  one  on 
which  decomposition  has  any  bearing  on  the  case,  th'e 
analyst  should  state  whether  any  decomposition  has  oc- 
curred or  not."  He  considered  it  important  that  this 
should  always  be  done  for  the  guidance  of  magistrates,  as 
,  in  most  case3  the  certificate  is  the  only  evidence  available. 
He  did  not- at  all  agree  with  the  prosecution  that  chemical 
decomposition  alone  is  referred  to  in  the  Act.  He  held 
that  even  if  the  scientific  meaning  of  decomposition  is  as 
Mr.  Cassal  said,  it  does  not  follow  that  that  is  the  mean- 
ing embodied  in  the  Act.    He  thought  it  the  fairest  way 


in  construing  an  Act  to  give  such  a  word  its  ordinary 
meaning  as  found  in  dictionaries.  He  quoted  from  several 
of  these,  definitions  proving  that  decomposition  may  with 
justice  be  held  to  include  the  separation  and  evaporation 
of  camphor  from  a  medium  in  which  it  is  held  in  solution. 
Thus  one  definition  described  it  as  "the  separation  of  a 
substance  into  its  constituent  parts.".  He  proposed  to  call 
several  chemist  witnesses  in  support  of  these  views. 

The  Magistrate  at  this  stage  announced  that  as  it  wa& 
evident  a  good  deal  of  time  would  still  be  required  to- 
finish,  he  would  adjourn  the  case  to  a  date  in  September 
or  October,  which  he  would  subsequently  fix.

He  also  traded  as  the- 
"  Geddes  Manufacturing  Company,''  which  dealt  in  certain 
specifics  for  asthma,  coughs,  and  similar  ailments,  also  iro 
horse-clothing.  He  continued  as  manager  to  the  Vogeler 
Company  until  1899,  when  he  purchased  the  business  from 
the  trustees  of  the  estate  for  40,000/.  The  purchase-money 
was  raised  chiefly  by  way  of  loan,  the  debtor  only  putting 
in  2,000/.  of  h:s  own  money.  He  subsequently  sold  the  busi- 
ness to  a  syndicate  for  55,000?.,  taking  15,000/'.  in  shares  audi 
the  lender  accepting  repayment  of  his  advance  in  shares. 
Later  the  debtor  sold  his  shares  for  750/.  He  was  appointed 
managing  director  of  the  St.  Jacobs  Oil  Company  (Limited), 
and  subsequently  manager  at  a  salary  of  1,500/.  a  year. 
Previously  he  had  sold  the  business  of  the  Geddes  Manufac- 
turing Company  to  his  wife  for  200/.  or  250/.  Since  then  he- 
has  given  her  assistance  when  required,  and  has  acted  as- 
managcr  of  the  horse-clothing  department  of  the  business.

Alcohol  for  Motive-power. 
Despite  the  fact  that  when  Colonel  Sadler's  amendment 
to  the  Finance  Bill  dealing  with  the  above  subject  was 
reached  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  July  20,  the  House  ha  i 
been  sitting  all  night — indeed,  for  over  twenty-four  hours 
— opportunity  was  found  for  a  brief  discussion  of  the 
amendment,  the  effect  of  which  was  given  in  this  column 
last  week.  Colonel  Sadler's  amendment  took  the  form  of 
a  proposal  to  insert  into  the  Bill  the  following  new 
clause  : 

On  and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  where  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  that  alcohol  which  has 
been  suitably  denatured  and  rendered  imputable  is  required 
for  motive-power,  lighting,  heating,  and  manufacturing  pur- 
pases,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  sell  such  spirit  without  payment 
of  any  duty  or  tax  thereon  ;  and,  further,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  the  Commissioners  may  require  for  the 
security  of  the  revenue,  absolute  alcohol  shall  also  be  exempt 
from  duty  when  employed  in  manufacturing-operations 
where  it  can  be  proved  to  the  Commissioners  that  denaturing 
agents  would  prevent  its  use. 

Mr.  Scott-Montagu  had  an  opportunity  on  Tuesday  to 
obtain  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  an  under- 
taking to  make  some  concession  in  regard  to  spirits  used 
for  power,  lighting,  and  heating  purposes.  The  point  at  the 
time  at  which  he  raised  it  was,  however,  ruled  out  of  order 
by  the  Chairman.  On  Colonel  Sadler's  amendment  being 
reached  on  Wednesday,  Mr.  Scott-Montagu  again  brought 
the  subject  forward,  and  argued  strongly  in  favour  of  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  to  investigate  the  subject 
raised  by  the  amendment  before  next  year.  His  interest 
in  the  question,  he  said,  is  mainly  that  of  a  keen  motorist, 
and  he  argued  that  motors  should  be  placed  in  the  same 
advantageous  position  as  they  are  in  other  countries  with 
regard  to  the  use  of  this  spirit. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  reply,  said  he  could 
not  accept  the  clause  as  it  stood  on  the  paper,  but  he 
would  accept  the  suggestion  to  have  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  look  into  the  matter.  He  was  aware  that  a 
great  deal  of  importance  is  attached  to  the  question,  and 
he  agreed  that  the  public  should  have  an  opportunity  of 
explaining  what  it  is  they  want  as  well  as  an  opportunity 
of  learning  the  facilities  which  the  law  provides.  He 
could  not  undertake  to  deal  with  a  point  of  legislation  in 
the  Finance  Bill. 

Mr.  Bryce  asked  if  the  Committee  would  also  inquire 
into  the  advisability  of  extending  the  use  of  alcohol  in 
other  trades,  and  received  a  reply  in  the  affirmative  from 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  Mr.  Gibson  Bowles 
struck  a  jarring  note  by  expressing  the  opinion  that  spirits 
that  are  drunk  and  spirits  that  are  not  drunk  should  be 
treated  the  same.  Exemption  of  one  man,  he  said,  means 
an  increased  burden  on  another.  The  Committee  might 
disclose  grievances,  but  the  Chancellor  should  not  be  led 
away  to  propose  in  his  next  Budget  anything  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  motor-industries  or  any  other  industries.  No 
notice  was  taken  of  this,  however,  and,  Colonel  Sadler's 
amendment  being  withdrawn,  the  subject  dropped. 

Colonel  Denny  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  ask 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  a  question  on  the  same 
subject.  He  proposes  to  ask  whether  any  facilities  are 
given  for  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  for  industrial  pur- 
poses under  special  Excise  regulations,  so  as  to  make  the 
duty  as  small  as  possible ;  what  is  the  minimum  duty 
charged  upon  alcohol  after  denaturation  ;  and  how  does 
this  duty  compare  with  that  exacted  in  Germany,  France, 
Austria,  Belgium,  Holland,  and  Italy  upon  spirit  used  for 
industrial  purposes,  including  alcohol-engines. 

Patent  Spirit. 
Mr.  MacVeagh  on  Thursday  asked  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  if  he  would  state  how  many  gallons  of 
patent  spirits  distilled  in  England  were  blended  with 
Scotch  whisky  and  bottled  in  bond  under  Government 
supervision  for  exportation  to  the  Colonies  and  other 
countries  during  the  last  financial  year;  and  whether  the 
Select   Committee  of   1890  and   1891   found   that  such 


chemically  pure  spirits  distilled  in  England  might  be 
blended  with  Scotch  whisky  and  sold  as  such.  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain  in  reply  said  :  With  reference  to  the  firsl 
point  I  have  inquired  and  find  that  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  have  not  the  information  required.  The  answer 
to  the  second  question  is  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  MacVeagh  also  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  if  he  would  state  how  many  gallons  of  patent 
spirits  were  distilled  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland  during 
the  last  financial  year:  and  if  lie  would  state  whether  any 
of  the  Highland  whisky  made  up  in  bond  under  Govern- 
ment supervision  contains  a  considerable  percentage  of 
patent  spirits.  Mr.  Chamberlain  said  :  There  is  only  one 
patent-still  distillery  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland,  but  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  no  title  to  disclose  the 
particulars  of  its  trade.  The  Board  have  no  official  record 
which  would  enable  them  to  supply  t he  information  asked 
for  in  the  second  clause  of  the  question. 

The  Spirit-reitrx. 
Mr.  Louis  Sinclair's  return,  showing  how  far  the  exemp- 
tion in  regard  to  duty-free  alcohol  has  been  taken 
advantage  of,  will  include  for  the  year  1902-3  and  1903-4 
the  following  information  :  (1)  Applications  for  trade  pur- 
poses :  (a)  number  received,  (o)  number  granted,  (<■)  quan- 
tity of  spirits  on  which  exemption  was  granted ;  (2) 
Applications  for  scientific  or  educational  purposes  :  a,  b, 
and  c  as  above. 

Chemists  and  the  Post  Office  Savings-bank. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  postal  work  is  carried  on  as  an 
adjunct  in  numerous  chemists'  shops,  your  readers  will  lie 
interested  in  a  question  whicn  Mr.  Weir  is  to  put  to  the 
Pcstmaster-General  at  the  end  of  this  week.  Mr.  Weir 
proposes  to  ask  what  sum  the  abolition  of  the  practice  of 
sending  out  from  the  Post  Office  savings-bank  acknow- 
ledgments of  deposits  under  one  pound  is  expected  to  save 
annually  in  postage  and  clerical  labour  respectively;  and, 
seeing  that  these  deposits  represent  60  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  of  the  deposits  received  by  the  Postmaster-General 
at  14,000  Post  Office  savings-banks,  will  he  state  what 
precaution  it  is  proposed  to  take  to  protect  the  Department 
against  fraud,  especially  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
many  savings-banks  are  at  shops  where  the  clerks  are  not 
in  the  pay  of  the  Postmaster-General. 

The  Shop-hours  Bill. 

In  reply  to  questions  put  to  him  by  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel 
and  Mr.  T.  H.  Robertson,  Mr.  Balfour  stated  on  Monday 
that  he  could  not  fix  a  date  when  the  report  stage  of  the 
Shop-hours  Bill  would  be  taken  ;  but  he  should  hope  that 
opportunity  would  be  found  for  taking  the  remaining 
stages  of  what  he  believed  to  be  wholly  an  uncontroversial 
measure. 


Poison  Preferred. — A  Central  News  telegram  from  St. 
Petersburg  dated  July  12  states  that  in  the  town  of 
Yurieff  (Dorpat)  the  wine  and  spirit  stores  were  recently 
closed  on  the  occasion  of  the  assembly  of  the  soldiers 
called  upon  to  join  the  army  by  a  mobilisation  order.  The- 
apothecaries'  establishments,  however,  remained  open,  andi 
from  these  the  soldiers  obtained  quantities  of  balsam  [sic  '.), 
wdiich  they  consumed.  As  a  consequence  thirteen  of  their 
number  died,  and  many  more  are  seriously  ill.  The 
journal  that  gives  publicity  to  the  incident  states  that 
many  soldiers  are  drinking  the  poisoned  liquid  in  order 
that  they  may  escape  military  service. 

Essence  of  Lemon. — The  State  Food  and  Dairy  Com- 
missioner of  Minnesota  has  recently  laid  down  some  pretty 
severe  lines  concerning  the  "essences"  of  lemon  sold  in 
the  open  market.  The  product  must  contain  not  less  than 
5  per  cent,  of  pure  oil  of  lemon  dissolved  in  ethyl  alcohol, 
and  it  must  be  free  from  colouring-matter.  If,  however, 
the  preparation  does  not  conform  to  these  requirements,  it 
may  still  be  sold  if  it  is  labelled  according  to  its  formula, 
and  not  masqueraded  as  a  true  "essence  of  lemon."  Under 
no  conditions,  though,  may  the  product  contain  colouring- 
matter.  Extracts  of  vanilla  must  be  made  wholly  from, 
the  vanilla-bean  macerated  in  ethyl  alcohol,  and  must  be 
free  from  foreign  matter  of  any  sort  whatsoever.  Tonka 
products  are  barred. 
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Scientific  progress. 


Sterilisation  of  Water, — According  to  Paternoand  Gingc" 
iani,  water  may  be  completely  sterilised  by  the  addition  of 
1  part  of  silver  fluoride  to  500,000.  A  slight  turbidity  takes 
place  on  the  addition  of  the  fluoride,  but  after  twenty-four 
hours  the  water  is  completely  bright,_  and  the  amount  of 
silver  remaining  in  solution  is  so  slight  as  to  be  of  no 
importance. 

■Veratrine.  — Freund  has  investigated  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  alkaloids  cevadine  (crystalline  veratrine)  and 
cevine,  and  finds  that  they  stand  in  the  following  relation- 
ship to  each  other: —

Cevadine  (veratrine).  Cevine. 

By  oxidising  cevine  with  hydrogen  peroxide,  he  has  con- 
verted it  into  a  body  of  the  formula  C27H43NO9,  which  he 
terms  cevine  oxide.  It  is  a  well-defined,  crystalline  com- 
pound, melting  sharply  at  273°,  which  is  well  suited  for  the 
identification  of  the  alkaloid,  as  it  does  not  melt  at  all 
sharply. 

The  Decomposition  of  Coumarln, — It  has  long  been 
known  that  this  synthetic  perfume  deteriorates  very  con- 
siderably on  keeping,  especially  if  kept  in  a  warm  or  damp 
place.  Schimmel  &  Co.  have  investigated  the  matter,  and 
find  that  an  odourless  body  is  formed  in  small  quantities  on 
keeping,  which  appears  to  be  hydro-di-coumarin.  This  body 
has  no  odour,  and  is  therefore  answerable  for  the  deteriora- 
tion. Coumarin  should  be  kept  in  a  cool,  dark  place,  not 
•exposed  to  the  air.  Heliotropin  suffers  a  change  also,  pro- 
bably due  to  the  formation  of-  a  yellowish,  odourlecs 
■compound.  It  should  be  carefully  preserved  in  a  cool, 
dark  place. 

Chaulmoogra  Oil.— Schindehneister  ("Ber.  neutsch.Pharm. 
Gesel.,"  1904,  164)  has  examined  a  cold  pressed  chaulmoogra 
•oil,  melting  at  20°  C,  and  having  an  acid-number  of  25.04, 
•jester-number  207.36,  and  iodine-value  92.4.  He  finds  the 
acetyl-value  of  the  solid  fatty  acids  to  be  207.8,  and  the 
iodine-value  110.8.  By  constant  recrystallisation  from  70- 
per-cent.  alcohol  an  acid  melting  sharply  at  29°  was 
obtained,  which,  after  further  purification  by  solution  in 
ether,  was  found  to  melt  at  29.5°.  The  iodine-value  of  this 
acid  was  94.18  and  the  acetyl-value  168.13.  A  potash- 
neutralisation  experiment  placed  the  molecular  weight  at 
324,  which  is  not  far  removed  from  that  demanded  by  the 
formula  CziH.oOj.  Gynocardic  acid  is  stated  to  belong  to 
the  C'«  H.h-.Os  series.  An  analysis  of  its  silver  salts  is  stated 
to  confirm  this  formula.  [Power  and  Gornall's  research 
discounts  this  paper. — Editor.] 

lupin  Alkilolds.—  Hillstiittu  and  Marx  ("Berichte,"  1904 
.  2351)  have  examined  several  of  these  bases,  and  in  their 
published  results  they  deal  with  the  historical  aspect  of  the 
subject.  The  well-recognised  alkaloids  are  lupinine,  spar- 
teine, lupailine,  and  lupinidine.  To  the  last-named  the 
formula  CjIIisN  has  been  assigned  by  previous  workers. 
The  present  authors,  however,  have  prepared  it  from  100 
kilos,  of  yellow-lupin  seeds,  and  after  removal  of  the  bulk  of 
the  lupinine  with  petroleum  ether,  and  purification  of  tho 
lupinidine  by  means  of  its  mercuric-chloride  combination, 
they  have  obtained  a  yield  of  0.23  per  cent.  The  base  was 
dried  over  barium  oxide  and  distilled  in  vacuo.  It  boiled 
constantly  at  180.5°  at  18  mm.  pressure.  A  series  of  com- 
bustions and  molecular-weight  determinations  bv  the 
freezing-point  method  led  the  authors  to  assign  to  it  the 
formula  CisH26N2.  A  comparison  of  its  properties,  and 
of  those  of  its  salts,  causes  it  to  be  most  probable  that  the 
alkaloid  is  identical  with  sparteine. 

Essence  of  Artemisia — Grimal  has  examined  the  essentia 
■  oil  distilled  from  the  fresh  flowering  plant,  Artemisia  hcrba 
alba.  From  150  kilos,  of  the  plant  450  grams  of  oil  was 
•  obtained,  of  a  yellowish-green  colour  and  with  a  powerful 
^aromatic  odour.    It  had  the  following  physical  characters:

It  was  soluble  in  25  parts  of  60-per-cent.  alcohol  and  easily 
soluble  in  80-per-cent.  alcohol.  The  esters,  calculated  as 
■geranyl  acetate,  were  31.15  per  cent.,  and  the  free  alcohols, 
:as  geraniol,  12.65  per  cent.  The  rotatory  power  of  the 
acetylated  oil  rose  to  -29°  40'.  A  systematic  examination 
■of  the  oil  showed  that  it  contains  lEevocamphene,  eucalyntol, 

lEevocamphor,  and  caprylic  and  capric  acid  combined  as 

esters.

British  Trade, 

as  illustrated  by  the  June  statistics,  certainly 
looks  healthy  for  those  who  buy  or  sell  in  shiploads ;  and  a 
nation  which  can  exchange  twenty-nine  million  pounds' 
worth  of  goods  for  forty-three  million  pounds'  worth,  and 
half  a  million  in  hard  cash  besides,  evidently  owns  a 
business  with  some  goodwill  in  it.  But  it  is  difficult  to 
trace  what  becomes  of  all  this  profit.  Does  it  all  go  in 
gunpowder  and  ships,  and  red  and  blue  uniforms?  Even 
then  the  people  who  make  the  gunpowder  and  the  other 
things  would  get  it  and  spend  it  for  other  commodities. 
But  now,  and  for  some  time  past,  that  section  of  the 
business  community  whose  transactions  range  between  one 
penny  and  eighteenpence  each  are  unanimous  in  declaring 
that  the  supply  of  money  among  their  customers  has  been 
running  short.  All  the  chemists  I  know  assure  me  this 
is  their  experience.  Their  own  irresistably  seductive 
labels  now  fail  to  attract  purchasers  for  their  winter, 
spring,  or  summer  specialities.  Their  hair-restorers  no 
longer  tempt  the  vain,  the  essence  of  a  thousand  flowers  is 
superseded  by  two-pennyworths  of  lavender-water,  and  the 
burning  sun  of  this  July  has  scarcely  stirred  the  saline- 
trade.  In  short,  the  trade  in  medicine  as  a  luxury  is 
drying  up,  and  not  10  per  cent,  of  our  present  pharmacists 
could  live  on  the  sale  of  what  is  taken  as  a  necessity.  That 

Others  Feel  the  Pinch 

as  well  as  chemists  is  the  only  sub- 
stantial consolation  available.  Even  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  had  an  ugly  first  quarter's  revenue  to  contem- 
plate. He  reckoned  on  an  increase  of  2,000,000/.  in  the 
year's  return,  and  the  first  quarter  showed  a  drop  of 
2,696,000/.  to  start  with.  It  is  true  that  most  of  the 
decrease  was  due  to  the  collection  of  income-tax  at  llcZ. 
instead  of  at  Is.  3d.,  but  the  falls  in  Excise  and  stamps 
were  ominously  suggestive.  A  few  weeks  ago  a  great 
society  bazaar  was  held  in  the  Albert  Hall.  Estimating 
from  previous  experiences,  its  promoters  looked  for  a 
return  of  20,000/.  :  the  net  result  was  4,000/.  The  Chair- 
man of  Spiers  &  Pond  last  week  had  to  explain  a  reduced 
dividend  to  his  shareholders.  He  told  them  the  same 
story  of  a  shrinkage  in  the  consumption  of  luxuries.  Cus- 
tomers at  their  hotels  had  spent  thirteenpence  less  per 
head  per  day,  and  at  their  restaurants  they  had  sold 
11,000  fewer  bottles  of  champagne  in  the  past  year  than  in 
the  year  before.  Among  the  luxuries  which  the  nation 
feels  it  can  do  without  in  these  times  are  professorial 
chairs,  but,  with  either  characteristic  audacity  or  sublime 
simplicity, 

The  British  Association 

chose  this  juncture  to  press  on  the 
Treasury  the  claim  for  the  enormous  subsidy  which  its 
President  last  year  put  forward  as  essential  to  its  com- 
mercial salvation.  Sir  Norman  Lockyer  calculated  at 
24,000,000/.  the  ransom  to  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  to  the 
«mbryo  professors  and  examiners  who  were  ready,  for 
sufficient  pay,  to  rescue  our  trembling  nation  from  the 
fierce  competition  of  Germans  and  Americans.  Neither  he 
nor  any  other  of  the  learned  soothsayers  who  composed  the 
deputation  to  the  First  Lord  and  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  last  week  dared  mention  the  figure  which  was 
so  boldly  proclaimed  last  year,  but  the  chief  spokesman, 
ithe  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Birmingham,  who 
happens  to  be  Mr.  Chamberlain,  and  who  probably  took  a 
hand  in  the  game  for  the  fun  of  the  thing,-  was  good 
.enough  to  intimate  that  if  they  could  not  have  the  whole 


loaf  they  would  be  thankful  for  a  few  crumbs.  To  his 
"right  honourable  friend,"  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  fell 
the  task  of  refusing  his  suppliant  father's  prayer.  Sir 
William  Ramsay  made  a  bad  move  for  the  British  Associa- 
tion by  stating  that  professors  at  Berlin  could  make  up  to 
7,000/.  a  year.  We  do  not  want  our  hard-earned  shillings 
to  be  spent  in  that  way.  Mr.  Balfour,  as  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  and  prospective  President  of 
the  British  Association,  was  bound  to  show  some  sympathy 
with  his  clamant  co-scientists,  but  he  managed  to  get  in 
some  pretty  fencing-work  between  his  compliments.  He 
impressed  upon  the  deputation  the  view  that  no  subven- 
tion would  ever  produce  original  ability,  and  he  insisted 
that  there  was  as  much  of  that  in  this  country  as  in  any 
other.  Further,  he  hinted  that  before  the  State  undertook 
the  costly  training  of  a  multitude  of  technologists  there 
should  be  some  evidence  of  a  demand  for  them  from 
employers.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  neatly 
clinched  his  chief's  arguments  by  pointing  out  the  fact, 
which  was  probably  new  to  some  of  the  deputation,  that 
we  are  at  present  spending  more  per  head  in  State  grants 
for  education  than  any  other  country  in  the  world. 

The  Chemists  of  Sheffield 

are  passing  through  a  trying  ex- 
perience. They  have  invited  the  B.P.C.  to  pay  them  a 
second  visit,  and  now,  as  a  consequence  of  their  politeness, 
the  fierce  light  of  journalism  is  turned  upon  them  with  an 
unprecedented  glare.  One  of  the  objects  of  the  Con- 
ference has  always  been  to  make  chemists  know  each  other, 
but  perhaps  its  promoters  scarcely  realised  the  extent  to 
which  this  purpose  would  one  day  be  accomplished  by  the 
faithful  Press.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  the  gentlemen 
introduced  are  well  worth  knowing.  They  must  have  had 
a  pretty  hard  fight  for  pharmacy  in  Sheffield  since  the 
Conference  met  there  in  1879,  and  we  who  went  there  then 
thought  that  generation  of  Sheffield  chemists  were  smart 
men.  Those  of  them  who  remain  are  evidently  by  no  means 
"the  snuff  of  younger  spirits  whose  apprehensive  senses 
all  but  new  things  disdain,"  but  it  is  certain  that  these 
younger  spirits  have  had  to  make  abundant  use  of  their 
apprehensive  spirits.  The  seventeen  Boots'  shops  alone 
would  preserve  them  from  being  carpet  knights  of  phar- 
macy. The  palm  for  originality  in  the  contest  must  be 
given,  I  think,  to  the  enterprising  chemist  who  has  "a 
first-class  hairdressing  establishment  attached  to  his  shop." 
If  you  come  to  think  of  it,  such  an  association  is  very  pro- 
mising for  business  in  many  a  pharmaceutical  speciality. 

To  Defeat  the  Judgment 

of  the  House  of  Lords  in  our  great 
company  case  by  a  flank  attack  has  been  the  laudable  and, 
I  think,  justifiable  object  of  a  number  of  pharmaceutical 
advisers  since  1880,  and  Hope  has  sometimes  told  her 
flattering  tale  seductively.  Action  through  the  Com- 
panies Acts,  through  the  Interpretation  Act,  against  in- 
dividual shareholders  or  directors,  and  by  claim  for  an 
injunction  in  a  court  of  equity,  have  been  among  the 
ideas  tried  or  suggested ;  but  the  hostile  fortress  still 
frowns  at  us.  and  in  my  judgment  will  do  so  until  we 
can  force  a  direct  Parliamentary  assault  on  it.  I  notice 
in  another  journal  that  an  anonymous  legal  authority  lays 
down  the  proposition  that  "a  title  earned  by  passing  an 
examination  is  just  as  much  in  the  nature  of  property  as 
a  trade-mark,"  and  he  intimates,  therefore,  that  its  un- 
earned appropriation  might  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  way 
as  an  infringement  of  a  trade-mark.  I  am  afraid  this 
project  is  built  on  the  sand  of  a  false  premiss.  Every 
legal  definition  of  property  that  I  can  get  at  requires  that 
it  must  be  a  possession  which  can  be  used,  enjoyed,  and 
disposed  of.  Clearly  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist" 
does  not  fulfil  this  definition.  No  person  entitled  to  use 
it  can  transfer  his  right  to  another.  The  view,  too,  that 
the  title  is  earned  by  passing  an  examination,  though 
roughly  accurate,  will  not  stand  close  scrutiny.  Before 
the  Pharmacy  Act  the  designation  was  a  common  right - 
The  Act  does  not  confer  it  as  a  reward  for  passing  an 
examination;  it  simply  bars  its  use  by  "persons"  who 
have  not  passed  that  test.  But  every  man  and  woman  in 
Great  Britain  has  an  equal  right  to  acquire  it  if  he  or  she 
chooses,  and  can.  This  distinguishes  it  from  property  in 
the  legal  sense.

Ebitonal  Comments, 


Association  and  Federation. 

Chemists  in  Great  Britain  are  fortunate  in  having 
among  the  national  organisations  three  bodies  which, 
though  comparatively  young,  are  doing  good  work  in  their 
special  spheres.  We  refer  to  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association 
(Limited),  and  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciations, from  all  of  which  we  have  this  week  received 
annual  reports  to  be  presented  at  the  forthcoming  annual 
meetings.  In  point  of  interest  and  profit  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  ranks  first,  particularly  as  this 
association  in  its  eighth  year  appears  to  have  firmly  estab- 
lished the  principle  on  which  it  was  founded — viz.,  secur- 
ing of  fixed  minimum  profits  to  retailers  and  wholesalers  of 
proprietary  articles.  During  the  past  two  years  the  members 
of  the  Manufacturers'  Section  have  doubled  in  number 
and  now  stand  at  146.  The  Association  also  has  twenty-one 
members  in  the  Wholesale  Section,  and  it  is  claimed  that 
the  whole  of  the  wholesale  houses  engaged  in  business  in 
this  country  are  members  of  it  :  we  presume  that  by  this 
is  meant  the  patent-medicine  distributing  houses.  The 
number  of  members  in  the  Eetail  Section  is  not  stated, 
but  613/.  10s.  was  received  from  retailers  in  subscriptions 
(465  more  than  in  1902),  which  represents,  at  5s.  each. 
2,454  members.  "  There  are  still,''  the  report  says,  "  many 
hundreds  of  chemists  in  business  who  are  content  to  reap 
all  the  advantages  accruing  from  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation without  assisting  it  in  any  way."  We  do  not  see 
how  it  is  possible  to  remedy  this  unless  the  P.A.T.A. 
were  to  make  it  a  condition  of  receiving  protected  articles 
for  sale  that  the  receivers  should  get  the  authority  of  the 
Association  by  payment  of  a  nominal  subscription.  This 
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is  done  in  the  American  tripartite  plan,  tickets  being  given 
to  authorised  buyers  and  sellers,  but  we  question  if  the 
'  plan  would  be  legal  in  this  country.  It  is  only  used  in 
,  the  United  States  as  one  of  the  means  for  stopping  cut- 
ting, and  is  not  necessary  for  the  purpose  here,  because  the 
P.A.T.A.  prices  are  adopted  by  retailers  whether  members 
of  the  Association  or  not.  The  principle  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  success  with  which  it  is  carried  out  must  be 
the  basis  of  judging  the  utility  of  the  scheme,  not  how 
many  retailers  pay  it  5s.  a  year.  Business  men  know  that 
in  matters  of  this  kind  voluntary  subscriptions  are  with 
the  majority  a  secondary  consideration,  while  stipulated 
trading  conditions  are  primary  and  compulsory.  We 
understand  that  a  mere  fraction  of  1  per  cent,  of  the  re- 
tailers in  Great  Britain  refuse  to  adhere  to  P.A.T.A. 
prices.  The  following  is  what  the  report  says  on  the  sub- 
ject : 

The  continued  success  of  the  P.A.T.A.  method  may  also 
be  gauged  by  a  perusal  of  the  P.A.T.A.  stop  list.  This 
list  may  be  said  to  represent  those  who  actively  oppose  the 
Association's  work,  and  who  show  their  opposition  by 
cutting  P.A.T.A.  prices.  It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  opposition  to  the  Association  has  decreased 
to.  as  great  a  degree  as  the  support  (as  shown  by  the 
growth  of  the  protected  list  J  has  increased.  The  Council 
is  of  opinion  that  manufacturers  who  have  joined  during 
the  past  year  will  be  unanimous  in  expressing  their 
pleasant  surprise  at  the  almost  infinitesimal  trouble  which 
the  cutters  now  give  them.  .  .  .The  attention  of  the 
Council  has  been  during  the  year  specially  directed  to 
persistent  cutting  which  has  been  going  on  in  one  district. 
The  services  of  an  agent  for  the  particular  district  were 
secured,  and  a  band  of  buyers  organised  by  him  succeeded 
in  purchasing  the  stocks  already  held  by  the  offenders, 
and  in  tracing  their  source  of  supply.  Ultimately  the 
firms  in  question  came  into  line. 

The  rest  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  buying-clubs,  substi- 
tution, co-operative  stores,  Year-book,  canvassing  and  the 
Secretary,  and  upon  each  of  these  matters  we  have  had 
the  opportunity  of  commenting  during  the  past  year.  The 
financial  statement,  which  we  print  elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
shows  that  the  work  of  the  Association  has  been  carried 
out  at  a  cost  of  216/.  less  than  the  annual  receipts.  This, 
unfortunately,  is  not  the  condition  with  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association  (Limited),  for  during  the  year  that 
Association's  receipts  amounted  to  1,180/.,  and  the  actual 
expenditure  for  the  year  was  1,499/.    As  the  Association 
has  a  paid-up  share  capital  of  645/.,'  with  three  times  as 
much  to  be  called  up,  it  is  obvious  that  the  present  con- 
dition cannot  continue,  and  the  directors  are  proposing  a 
modification  of  the  rules  which  will  limit  their  liability 
for  indemnity  to  members  to  200/.  instead  of  500/.  During 
•  the  past  year  they  had  six  claims  for  damages.    In  one 
500/.  was  paid,  another  of  100/.  had  nearly  300/.  added 
to  it  on  account  of  legal  expenses,  and  in  three  other  cases 
small  amounts  sufficed  to  satisfy  the  claimants.  Although 
these  cases  demonstrate  the  enormous  advantage  of  belong- 
ing to  the  Association,  they  also  show  that  too  much  is 
given  for  the  money.    Hence  the  directors  propose  that 
there  should  be  two  rates  of  annual  subscription.  The 
i  lower,  10s.  6d.  per  shop  per  year,  will  secure  legal  advice 
at  a  cost  not  exceeding  10/.  and  indemnity  not  exceeding 
,  20CZ.  in  respect  to  any  one  error,  while  the  second  sub- 
scription of  1/.  Is.  per  shop  per  year  will  secure  20/.  worth 
of    advice    and    500/.    of    indemnity.      These  subscrip- 
tions apply,  to  those  who  are  members  of  the  P.A.T.A. ; 
■  for  other  persons  the  annual  subscriptions  to  the  CD. A. 
are  to  be  fixed  at  1/.  Is.  or  1/.  lis.  6d,    The  annual  report 
also  deals  with  the  work  done  on  behalf  of  the  members, 
who  now  number  2,450.    Although  the  legal  defence  and 
indemnity  provisions  of  the  Association  are  limited  to 
certain  laws,  the  Association  appears  not  to  limit  in  any 
way  the  legal  advice  given  to  its  members,  and  the  annual 


report  contains  a  long  statement  of  subjects  on  which  such 
advice  has  been  given  during  the  past  year.  Particulars 
are  added  of  police  court  cases,  chiefly  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Reference  is  also  made  to  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  whose  position  at  the  Bar 
prevents  him  giving  legal  advice  to  the  trade  unless 
through  solicitors,  but  it  may  be  noted  here  that  he  was 
recently  retained  by  the  solicitors  of  the  CD. A.  to  defend 
a  case  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  in  this 
he  was  successful. 

Turning  to  the  report  of  the  Federation  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Associations,  we  find  it  is  the  tenth  year  of  its 
existence.  Local  pharmaceutical  associations  and  chemists 
generally  are  not  quite  unanimous  about  the  need 
for  the  Federation,  but  we  notice  that  over  forty  asso- 
ciations are  affiliated  to  it.  and  that  opposition  is  confined 
to  a  part  of  the  country  which  is  so  far  favourable  to  the 
principle  that  they  have  formed  a  federation  more  local 
in  character.  As  to  the  work  of  the  national  Federation 
the  Executive  have  felt  it  necessary  to  say  in  their  annual 
report  : 

That  independent  of  the  objects  of  the  Federation  as  set 
forth  in  the  rules,  the  object  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Federation  is  not  to  initiate  discussion,  but  to  get  the 
opinion  of  the  delegates  sent  by  the  units  of  the  Federation 
upon  matters  of  pharmaceutical  interest  submitted  by  in- 
dividual associations. 

In  considering  whether  the  Federation  has  fulfilled  its 
purpose  or  not,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  there  is  no 
comparison,  either  in  responsibility  or  in  resources,  be- 
tween it  and,  say,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain.    This  latter  body  has  a  subscription  income  of 
about  6,300/.,  and  revenue  from  other  sources  of  10,000/. 
a  year,  while  the  Federation  last  year  had  the  modest  in- 
come of  29/.  12s.  6(Z.    With  this  money  the  Executive  paid 
off  an  adverse  balance  of  41.  3s.  lOd.  from  the  year  before, 
and  carried  on  the  year's  work  with  the  rest,  saving  10(7. . 
which  is  carried  forward.    Yet  the  work  has  been  good. 
For  example,  when  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill 
was  before  the  House  of  Commons  and  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Drug  Companies  Association  (Limited), 
addressed  a  condemnatory  circular  to  each  member  of 
Parliament,    the   Federation   Executive  immediately  re- 
sponded with  a  statement  of  the  matter  from  the  chemists' 
point  of  view,  which  was  sent  to  each  member  of  Parlia- 
ment.   Whether  it  was  the  Federation's  business  to  do 
this  or  not  we  do  not  profess  to  say,  but  the  16,000/.  a 
year  body  did  not  do  it,  and  the  Federation  were  certainly 
not  wrong  in  filling  the  breach.    We  also  notice  that  when 
Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Shops  Bill  was  re-introduced  and  the 
Government  brought  in  a  measure  of  the  same  kind,  the 
Federation  obtained  copies  of  them  and  sent  them  to  each 
affiliated  association.    No  other  organisation  of  the  trade 
did  this,  or,  indeed,  felt  called  upon  to  do  it.    Such  sub- 
jects as  territorial  representation  and  co-operative  buying 
were  considered  by  local  associations  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Executive,  and  we  know,  from  th;  reports  which 
flowed  in  to  us  during  the  past  session,  that  without  the 
organising  assistance  of  the  Federation,  and  the  stimulus 
that  it  gives,  many  a  meeting  of  local  associations  must 
have  been  deadly  dull — in  fact,  since  the  Federation  was 
formed,  ten  years  ago,  the  death-rate  among  local  associa- 
tions has  been  abnormally  low;  this  is  greatly  due  to  its 
fostering  care,  and  alone  justifies  its  existence.    This  de- 
serves to  be  said  at  the  end  of  the  first  decade,  for  in  be- 
ginning the  second  the  officers  surely  require  some  en- 
couragement to  continue  the  good  work.    They  have  plenty 
of  the  opposite  and  not  a  little  jealousy  to  contend  with, 
which  are  uncalled  for. 
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Preference  and  Dumping. 

The  Hon.  W.  S.  Fielding,  Canadian  Minister  of  Finance, 
in  his  recent  Budget  speech,  presented  a  gratifying  re- 
port of  the  condition  of  the  Dominion.  The  surplus  of 
revenue  over  expenditure  for  the  year  which  ended  on 
June  30,  1904,  is  $16,500,000,  which  is  fully  two  million 
dollars  more  than  in  the  year  before.  This  is  on  a  total 
revenue  of  $70,000,000,  about  half  of  which  is  derived 
from  Customs  duties  on  total  imports  of  about  $241,214,961 
—these  being  the  figures  for  the  calendar  year  1903,  there- 
fore approximating  to  the  truth.  The  past  decade  has 
been  abnormally  progressive  for  Canada,  as  the  following 
figures  show  :

1893  4,948,701  $129,074,268  $118,564,352 
1903      5,499,632        241,214,961  225,849,724 

Thus  the  total  trade  done  in  1903  was  $220,000,000  more 
than  in  1893,  but  the  latter  year  was  only  $17,000X00 
more  than  in  1883,  which  in  its  turn  was  but  $13,000,000 
more  than  in  1873.  Obviously  the  Dominion  has  shot 
ahead  in  a  way  that  commands  attention.  Last  year  its 
population  was  added  to  by  immigration  to  the  extent  of 
134,370,  of  whom  50,141  went  from  Great  Britain,  48.046 
from  Continental  Europe,  and  46,183  from  the  United 
States.  This,  Mr.  Fielding  said,  is  the  result  of  money 
spent  freely  in  advertising  Canada  "now  bearing  rich 
fruit." 

The  influence  of  the  preferential  or  surtax  system  on 
Canadian  imports  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Fielding  at  con- 
siderable length,  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  he 
pointed  out  that  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  entered  the 
Colonial  Conference  of  1902  rather  minimising  the  value  of 
the  preference,  but  after  the  Conference  he  formulated 
his  present  policy  for  application  to  the  whole  Empire. 
Mr.  Fielding  justifies  the  Canadian  policy  by  its  adoption 
in  other  parts  of  the  Empire,  and  the  influence  it  has  had 
upon  imports  from  Germany.  The  latter  were  increasing 
before  the  surtax  was  imposed,  but  since  the  surtax  there 
has  been  a  decline  of  38  per  cent.  The  year  before  the 
surtax  Germany  sent  170,000,000  lbs.  of  sugar  to  Canada, 
since  then  not  a  single  pound ;  but  the  British  West  Indies 
and  British  Guiana  have  sent  188,000,000  lbs.  compared 
with  69,000,000  lbs.  in  the  last  year  that  Germany  was 
not  barred.  A  further  proof  of  the  utility  of  the  surtax  to 
Canada  is  that  it  has  taken  American  industries  and  capital 
across  the  border.  The  results  induce  Mr.  Fielding  to 
recrystallise  the  tariff  so  as  to  make  three  grades — viz., 
(1)  a  maximum  tariff  applicable  to  goods  imported  from 
countries  which  manifest  no  disposition  to  trade  with 
Canada,  (2)  a  minimum  general  tariff  applicable  to  coun- 
tiies  which  are  so  disposed,  and  (3)  the  British  preferential 
tariff  to  apply  to  the  Mother  Country  and  to  British 
Colonies  (as  far  as  expedient).  In  addition,  a  special  duty 
will  henceforth  be  imposed  upon  dumped  goods,  with  the 
view  to  discouraging  dumping,  which  is  bitterly  com- 
plained about  by  Canadian  manufacturers.  The  special 
duty  is  simply  the  difference  between  the  dumped  price 
and  the  true  value  of  the  article;  e.g.,  an  importer  buys, 
say,  a  ton  of  a  chemical  in  Germany  at  the  equivalent  ofj 
$80.  which  the  German  manufacturers  sell  for  consumption 
i  a  Germany  at  $100 ;  when  the  chemical  reaches  the  Cana- 
dian Customs  it  will  have  to  pay  not  only  duty  on 
$100,  but  $20  more,  being  the  difference  between  the 
dumped  and  true  prices.  At  present  15  per  cent,  of  goods 
imported  into  Canada  are  dumped  manufactures,  and  Mr. 
Fielding  reckons  that  although  the  goods  are  invoiced  at  | 


the  true  values  they  will  be  stopped  by  the  provisions  off 
the  enactment  which  as  submitted  are  as  follows  : 

That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister  of  Customs  or  of  any  officer  of  Customs 
authorised  to  collect  Customs-duties,  that  the  export-price 
or  the  actual  selling-price  to  the  importer  in  Canada  of 
any  imported  dutiable  article,  of  a  class  or  kind  made  or 
produced  in  Canada,  is  less  than  the  fair  market-value 
thereof,  as  determined  according -to  •  the  basis  of  value 
for  duty  provided  in  the  Customs  Act  in  respect  of 
imported  goods  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty,  such  article 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  duty  otherwise  established,  be 
subject  to  a  special  duty  ot  Customs  equal  to  the  differ- 
ence between  such  fair  market-value  and  said  selling- 
price:  provided,  however,  that  the  special  Customs-dutj 
on  any  article  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  Customs- 
duty  otherwise  established  in  respect  of  the  article,  except 
in  regard  to  the  articles  mentioned  in  items  224,  226,  22S 
and  231  of  Schedule  A,  the  special  duty  of  Customs  on 
which  shall  not  exceed  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

The.  expression  "export-price"  or  ."selling-price-" 
herein  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include  the  exporter's 
price  for  the  goods,  exclusive  of  all  charges  thereon  after 
their  shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly 
to  Canada. 

If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  tho 
Governor  in  Council,  on  a  report  from  the  Minister  of 
Customs,  that  the  payment  of  the  special  duty  herein 
provided  for  is  being  evaded  by  the  shipment  of  goods 
on  consignment  without  sale  prior  to  such  shipment,  the? 
Governor  in  Council  may  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases- 
authorise  such  action  as  is  deemed  necessary  to  collect 
on  such  goods  or  any  of  them  the  same  special  duty  as  if 
the  goods  had  been  sold  to  an  importer  in  Canada  prior  to 
their  shipment  to  Canada. 

If  the  full  amount  of  any  special  duty  of  Customs  be  not 
paid  on  goods  imported,  the  Customs  entry  thereof  shall 
be  amended  and  the  deficiency  paid  upon  the  demand  of 
the  Collector  of  Customs. 

These  provisions  will  not  meet  the  case  recently  referred 
to  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb,  because  the  special  duty  is  not  to 
apply  to  goods  subject  to  Excise-duty  in  Canada,  which 
spirituous  preparations  are,  but  the  opportunity  is  an 
excellent  one  for  submitting  the  case  for  British  manu- 
facturers to  the  Canadian  Government.  Other  changes  in. 
the  tariff  are  proposed  and  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this 
issue,  so  far  as  they  interest  the  chemical  and  drug  trades-. 

Sight-testing*  Examinations. 

Criticism  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  for  its 
action  in  instituting  an  examination  in  sight-testing  is 
still  coming  in,  the  latest  being  from  the  Ophthalmologic^ 
Society.  The  President,  Mr.  John  Tweedy,  F.R.C.S., 
signs  a  report  which  states  that 

The  Ophthalmological  Society,  having  had  its  attention 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  Company  of  Spectacle-maker;* 
proposes  to  include  the  subject  of  sight-testing  in  the 
examination  for  its  diploma,  and  to  give  certificates  of 
efficiency  therein,  wishes  to  express  its  opinion  that,  while 
approving  of  any  measures  winch  tend  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  opticians  in  their  technical  work,  it  considers  that 
it  would  be  misleading  and  dangerous  to  the  public  to 
countenance  any  proposal  to  certify  as  competent  to  advise 
and  prescribe  for  defects  of  vision  any  one  who  has  not  had 
an  efficient  medical  and  surgical  training.  A  diploma  such 
as  the  Company  of  Spectacle-makers  proposes  to  grant  may 
lead  the  public  to  believe  that  its  possessor  is  competent  to 
diagnose  and  treat  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  thus  grave 
consequences  might  follow.  Errors  of  refraction  often  occur 
in  association  with  diseases  of  the  eye.  The  mere  correction 
of  the  former  by  means  of  spectacles  would  ignore  a  condi- 
tion which  might  destroy  sight,  or  even  leave  the  life  of  the 
patient  in  clanger.  Moreover,  many  errors  of  refraction  can 
only  be  accurately  measured  after  the  local  use  of  a  drug, 
which  should  only  be  employed  or  prescribed  by  a  medical' 
man,  since  its  indiscriminate  use  is  calculated  to  excite  one 
of  the  gravest  diseases  to  which  the  eye  is  liable.  Finally, 
on  general  grounds  it  is  undesirable  and  dangerous  to  en- 
courage the  public  in  the  belief  that  affections  of  any  organ 
of  the  body  can  be  safely  treated  by  any  one  unacquainted* 
with  its  anatomy  and  physiology,  and  with  the  various- 
morbid  conditions  to  which  it  is  liable. 

There  is  no  new  point  raised  in  this  report,  and  the- 
objections  have  been  answered  before  in  these  columns. 
Fellows  of  the  Spectacle  makers'  Company  are  pledged 
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not  to  apply  drugs  to  the  eyes,  and  even  if  they  were  not 
so  pledged  chemist-opticians  know  sufficient  of  the  risks 
and  inconveniences  to  their  customers  to  make  them  far 
from  anxious  to  instil  atropine  into  the  eyes.  The  Ophthal- 
mological  Society  would  be  better  employed  in  endeavour- 
ing to  assist  a  n  cvement  which  is  slowly  abolishing  the 
old  haphazard  methods  of  sight-testing.  Most  people  who 
require  visual  aids  cannot  afford  to  pay  an  ophthalmist  one 
or  two  guineas  for  a  consultation,  neither  are  decent  people 
disposed  to  accept  the  alternative — according  to  medical 
authorities — of  a  visit  to  the  out-patients'  department  of 
a  hospital.  The  enormous  extent  of  the  business  of  sight- 
testing  has  perhaps  alarmed  the  Ophthalmological  Society, 
but  we  hold  that  such  alarm  is  quite  unnecessary.  Surely 
it  is  better  that  sight-testing  should  be  done  by  properly 
trained  persons  rather  than  that  it  be  left  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  itinerant  spectacle-sellers.  Persons  who  now 
wear  nicely  adapted  spectacles  or  pince-nez  and  work  in 
comfort  were  formerly  left  to  pick  out  from  a  pile  of 
glasses  a  pair  that  seemed  to  improve  their  sight  without 
any  attempt  at  finding  out  the  best  correction.  The  pre- 
sent method  we  hold  to  be  the  preferable. 

Cape  Spirit-duty. 

We  received  on  Wednesday,  July  20,  a  cablegram 
despatched  from  Cape  Town  by  the  representative  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  there,  in  which  he  states 
that  the  Government  have  informed  him  that  they  have 
decided  to  refund  to  manufacturers  in  the  Colony  the  duty 
on  Colonial  spirit  used  by  them  in  the  preparation  of 
flavouring-essences,  medicinal  products,  and  Dutch  medi- 
cines, which  are  admitted  by  the  Customs  under  the 
ad  valorem  import-duty.  This  refers  to  the  articles  men- 
tioned in  Class  II.,  on  which  the  duty  is  25  per  cent., 
subject  to  a  reduction  of  one-fourth  in  favour  of  medicines 
imported  from  Great  Britain.  The  net  result  of  the 
Government  decision  is  to  give  Colonial  manufacturers 
protection  in  regard  to  essences  as  well  as  medicinal  tinc- 
tures. 

The  Tariff  Commission. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Commission  for 
a  copy  of  the  first  volume  of  their  report,  which  was  issued 
to  the  Press  on  Wednesday.  It  deals  with  the  iron  and 
steel  trades,  and  therefore  is  not  of  direct  interest  to  our 
readers,  but  we  may  state  the  contents  generally.  After 
naming  the  members  of  the  Commission,  the  report  in  an 
introductory  section  refers  to  the  objects  of  the  Com- 
mission and  describes  the  manner  in  which  the  members 
are  examining  the  fiscal  proposals.  This  consists  in  sub- 
mitting series  of  questions  to  firms  engaged  in  particular 
industries,  and  after  the  replies  are  thoroughly  examined, 
representatives  of  the  industries  are  called  to  give  evidence 
on  points  which  are  left  doubtful  or  are  not  brought  out 
by  the  replies.  The  whole  of  the  information  so  obtained 
has  been  thoroughly  sifted,  and  is  presented  first  in  well- 
digested  statements,  tables,  and  diagrams,  but  the  replies 
and  evidence  are  given  in  extenso.  The  whole  matter 
strikes  us  as  being  fairly  and  well  done,  and,  as  far  as 
we  are  competent  to  judge,  the  replies  and  evidence,  with 
the  summaries  thereof,  ought  to  be  valuable  to  the  indus- 
tries concerned,  as  well  as  to  the  country  when  it  is  called 
upon  to  decide  on  the  question  involved.  The  conclusions 
are  what  were  anticipated — indeed,  they  do  not  appear  to 
go  farther  than  the  Blue-book  which  was  prepared  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  the  Cabinet  before  Mr.  Chamberlain 
resigned ;  but  here  we  have  the  t's  stroked  and  the  is 
dotted,  while  there  is  also  a  good  deal  of  underlining. 
Broadly,  the  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  iron  and  steel 
industries  are  that  British  trade  has  declined  relatively, 
our  Colonial  trade  having  increased  and  foreign  decreased ; 


German  and  United  States  manufacturers  have  secured 
their  home  markets  by  protective  tariffs,  and  dumped 
their  surplus  upon  our  market  to  the  detriment  of  our  own 
manufacturers  because  we  allow  free  imports.  To  check 
this  the  Commission  propose  import  duties  ranging  from' 
5  to  10  per  cent. 

A  Loss  to  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy. 

The  death  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen  deprives  the  coming 
Sheffield  Conference  of  the  possible  assistance  of  its  most 
brilliant  local  contributor.  Mr.  Allen  was  at  the  head  of 
his  profession;  as  an  analyst  he  had  had  an  immense 
experience,  and  the  range  of  his  work  was  singularly  wide. 
But  he  had  always  a  special  leaning  towards  pharma- 
ceutical subjects,  and  his  remarks  on  topics  under 
discussion  could  not  fail  to  be  of  peculiar  value.  When 
he  first  became  known  to  pharmacists  he  acquired  a 
reputation  of  hostility.  It  was  in  1875,  when  he  tested 
some  of  the  dispensing  in  Sheffield  and  published  his 
report  of  the  deficiencies  he  had  found  in  a  few  cases.  The 
report  was  widely  quoted  and  left  a  bad  impression, 
though  a  rather  unjust  one,  from  the  fact  that  as  there- 
was  no  prosecution  the  exact  particulars  could  not  he 
ascertained.  About  the  same  time  Mr.  Allen  first  took 
part  in  Conference  discussions,  signalling  his  appearance 
by  characterising  a  new  lactometer  which  had  been  extolled 
in  a  paper  as  imperfect  and  not  original.  A  lively  breeze- 
ensued,  the  particulars  of  which  can  be  read  in  the  Con- 
ference reports  of  1875  and  1876.  It  need  hardly  be  said 
that  on  such  a  subject  the  young  public  analyst  was  quite 
capable  of  holding  his  own.  Perhaps  the  greatest  service 
he  did  to  pharmacy  was  the  adaptation  of  the  nitrometer 
to  estimating  the  ethyl-nitrite  value  of  spirit  of  nitrous- 
ether.  In  this  the  Fates  were  kind  to  him.  Two  young 
Edinburgh  pharmacists  were  at  the  time  working  on  the 
subject,  and  Mr.  Allen  was  corresponding  with  both.  It 
was  the  suggestion  of  one  of  them  that  advantage  should 
be  taken  of  the  reaction  with  nitrites  and  potassium  iodide 
in  the  presence  of  acid,  to  make  the  iodine  liberated  a 
measure  of  the  ethyl  nitrite  present.  This  failed  because 
the  nitrous  oxide  on  coming  in  contact  with  the  air 
liberates  more  iodine.  Meanwhile  Mr.  Allen  had  been 
well  posted  about  the  work  that  was  going  on,  and  he  was 
quick  to  recognise  that  the  potassium-iodide  reaction  was 
the  cold  analogue  of  the  hot  Eykman  process — which  up  to> 
that  time  was  his  favourite.  He  therefore  took  Lunge's 
nitrometer,  modified  it,  and  reduced  the  estimation  of 
ethyl  nitrite  to  simplicity.  In  preparing  his  "  Commerciai 
Organic  Analysis "  he  had  a  wonderful  acquisitiveness, 
and  the  germ  of  a  hint  from  any  correspondent  frequently 
led  to  important  research  and  conclusions.  In  recent  years 
Mr.  Allen  did  good  service  to  public  analysts  generally 
by  the  example  of  moderation  and  discretion  in  regard  to 
prosecutions  which  he  set.  He  studied  both  sides,  and 
frequently  advised  the  authorities  against  frivolous  attacks 
such  as  we  know  of.

Allen.— At  Bloomfield  Road,  Glossop  Road,  Sheffield, 
on  July  14,  Mr.  Alfred  Henry  Allen,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  aged 
fifty-eight.    Mr.  Allen  had  for  several  years  suffered  from 
diabetes,  but  had  made  surprising  rallies  occasionally, 
until,  several  weeks  ago,  diabetic  coma  set  in,  and  he 
expired  at  1  p.m.  on  Thursday  of  last  week.    The  fact 
was  noted  in  our  last  issue,  and  an  account  of  his  career 
appeared,  with  his  portrait,  on  page  110.    The  funeral 
took  place  at  Fulwood  Churchyard  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
July  16,  the  service  in  the  church  being  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  Canon  Pearson,  R.D.    Amongst  those  present,  be- 
sides relatives  and  personal  friends,  were  Mr.  Thomas 
Fairley,  President,  and  Mr.  0.  Hehner,  Past-President 
of  the' Society  of  Public  Analysts;  Mr.  James  E.  Bedford, 
Chairman  of  the  Yorkshire  Section  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry;  Mr.  A.  Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  of  the 
Sheffield  Health  Committee;  Mr.  J.  H.  Worrall,  F.I.C., 
of  the  Sheffield  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society;  Mr.

A  large  number  of  friends  sent  flowers,  among  them  being 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  Boot,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Fletcher 
and  Misses  Fletcher,  of  Enfield.    Mr.  Allen  is  survived 
by  a  widow  and  three  .daughters.  We  deal  elsewhere  with 
his  contributions  to  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  and  append 
an  appreciation  by  a  well-known  pharmacist,  who  is  an 
old  pupil  and  was  one  of  his  most  intimate  friends. 

If  one  were  limited  to  a  single  word  in  which  to  sum  up 
the  predominant  characteristic  of  Mr.  Allen's.Jife  work,  I 
think  '-thoroughness"  would  spring  simultaneously  to  the 
lips  of  those  who  knew  him  best.  It  niustxertariiily.  express 
'  the  thought  uppermost  in  the  mind  of  his  ol<Lp»pils.  among 
the  earliest  of  whom  I  have  the  good  foftttiie  to  count 

.  "^I^was  a  few  months  after  leaving  the  "  Square*,'" 1  at  the 
end  of  the  session  1872-3,  that  I  entered  Mr.  Allen's  labora- 
tory in  Surrey  Street,  Sheffield.  Mr.  Allen  had  already 
come  to  be  regarded  as  an  authority  on  the  analysis  of  food 
and  drugs,  although  until  that;  time  metallurgical  work  had 
been  the  ^chief  feature  of'  his  practice.  ;  A  short  time 
previously,  he  had'  been  appointed  public  analyst  for 
Sheffield..-  I  :well  remember  -the.'  first  task  to  which  I  was 
set  on  the  day- after,  my  arrival.'  A  sample  of  ."bauxite" 
was  placed  before. -hre,  with  instructions  to  make  a  complete 
analysis.    It  was  my  first  experience  of  commercial  work 


and  I  soon  found  out  the  difference  between  the  dilettante 
efforts  of  Bloomsbury  Square  and  the  serious  business  of 
getting  out  results  which  were  to  form  the  basis  of  a  report 
for  a  real,  live,  fee-paying  client.  I  forget  how  many 
analyses  of  that  bauxite  I  made,  but  I  know  the  results 
varied  from  90  to  106  per  cent.  !  But  no  guesses  or  averages 
would  do  for  Mr.  Allen,  and  over  and  over  again  I  had  to 
repeat  the  analysis  until  the  constituents  yielded  a  total 
of  within  a  few  tenths  of  100  per  cent.  I  never  think  of 
bauxite  without  a  shudder  nor  yet  without  an  abiding  sense 
of  gratitude  to  the  man  from  whose  example  I  first  learned 
to  appreciate  the  value  of  thoroughness.  It  was  this  same 
virtue  which  has  placed  his  magnum  opus  ':'  Commercial 
Organic  Analysis "  in  the  foremost  rank  of  authoritative 
works  of  reference.  Mr.  Allen  never  took  any  statement 
or  process  for  granted.  Every  method  which  he  adopted 
in  his  laboratory,  or  recommended  in  his  published  work, 
was  first  submitted  to  crucial  investigation.  Hence,  clients 
who  consulted  him,  and  fellow  chemists  who  turned  to  his 
books  for  a  resume  of  the  best  published  methods  on 
any  particular  subject,  were  assured  that  they  would  find 
something  more  satisfying  than  the  mouldy  bread  of 
traditional  processes,  copied  or  adapted  from  the  orthodox 
text-books. 

Mr.  Allen's  mental  gifts  were  quite  exceptional.  He 
possessed  the  power  of  rapidly  mastering,  as  it  were  by 
intuitive  perception,  the  salient  points  of  an  intricate 
problem.  Always  keen  and  alert,  he  would  smite  an  adver- 
sary through  the  joints  of  the  harness  with  unerring  aim. 
No  sophistry,  however  subtle,  could  blind  his  perception  of 
the  real  merits  of  the  question  at  issue,  and  it  was  this, 
among  other  qualities,  which  made  him  an  ideal  witness  in 
the  Law  Courts  or  before  Royal  Commissions. 

Mr.  Allen's  memory  was  marvellous,  and  his  capacity  for 
work  inexhaustible.  Although  an  omnivorous  reader,  he 
was  at  the  same  time  most  systematic  in  arranging  and 
indexing  his  scientific  references.  He  loved  his  profession, 
and  was  never  happier  than  when  gaining  knowledge  for 
himself  or  imparting  it  to  others.  The  perpetual  strain  of 
laborious  literary  work,  added  to  the  wear  and  tear  of  his 
professional  life,  which  necessitated  constant  railway 
travelling,  and  long  hours  spent  in  crowded  Courts,  under- 
mined his  constitution,  and  doubtless  induced  the  disease 
which  sapped  his  strength  and  ultimately  proved  fatal. 
Even  his  physical  weakness  he  turned  to  good  account, 
making  it  the  occasion  of  a  valuable  treatise  on  urinary 
analysis  which  has  added  considerably  to  our  knowledge  of 
this  obscure  subject. 

Mr.  Allen  always  maintained  a  sympathetic  attitude 
towards  pharmacists,  and  pharmacy  will  bo  distinctly  poorer 
for  his  loss.  On  the  social  side  he  will  be  greatly  missed 
at  many  a  friendly  gathering,  not  least  at  the  Conference 
meetings.  He  could  wear  the  motley  with  the  same  ease  as 
the  robe  of  the  savant,  and  many  a  brilliant  jeu-d'  esprit 
from  his  pen  enlivened  the  hours  of  a  convivial  meeting. 

Within  the  sacred  precincts  of  home  he  was  singularly 
affectionate  and  indulgent,  and  was  always  ready  to  extend 
a  helping  hand  to  any  who  came  to  him  either  for  counsel 
or  for  material  assistance. 

If  labor'are  est  orare  be  true,  Mr.  Allen  may  well  be  said 
to  have  fulfilled  the  Apostolic  injunction  to  "  pray  without 
ceasing."    And  we  are  sometimes  apt  to  forget  that 
"  God  fulfils  Himself  in  many  ways 
Lest  one  good  custom  should  corrupt  the  world." 

F.  W.  Fletcher. 
George. — At  Brighton,  on  July  8,  Mr.  Henry  George, 
chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  of  Malvern  Link  and 
Worcester,  aged  seventy-one.  The  business  with  which 
Mr.  George  was  formerly  connected  .  is .  now  owned 
by  Mr.  Coverdale,  and  was  founded  by  Messrs.  Lea  & 
Pen-ins.  The  shop  is  one  of  the  most  famous  in  England, 
for  it  was  there  that  the  first  batch  of  Worcestershire  sauce 
was  made  in  a  2-gallon  jar,  and  when  the  factory  stage  of 
production  became  necessary  Messrs.  George  and  Welch 
took  over  the  retail  business.  The  pharmacy  is  distin- 
guished also  by  its  fittings,  which  in  the  days  when  Mr. 
George  had  charge  were  of  solid  mahogany,  and  bottles 
'and  jars  were  the  only  things  in  the  way  of  display,  except 
that  the  dispensing-counter  was  fronted  by  a  case  con- 
taining rare  "drugs  in  stoppered  bottles.  The  same  with  the 
windp.ws.  Everything  was  of  the  severe,  substantial  type. 
,  The  chief,  characteristic  of  Mr.  George  was  his  judicial 
niind.  One  had  the  feeling  with  him  that  one  would  be 
treated  with  absolute  fairness.  He  was  very,  reserved, 
and  it  was  difficult  to  get  near  him,  but  he  was  constantly 
showing  his  good  heart  by  considering  his  assistants  in 
■various  ways.  JTHe  would  at  personal  inconvenience  relieve 
i  the  assistant  on  duty.  If  he  saw  an  assistant  doing  an  un- 
necesary  job  at  7.3Q,  .  he  would  suggest  that  he  should 
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leave  it  and  rest  awhile.  He  had  a  keen  sense  of  humour, 
and  spoke  to  all  alike  with  fearless  decision.  Thus  one 
day  a  gentleman  came  into  the  shop  suffering  from  a 
sprained  knee,  brought  on  by  some  over-exertion  at  sports. 
Mr.  George  gave  him  some  rather  straight  but  salutary 
advice  which  was  taken  meekly.  Mr.  George  found  after- 
wards he  was  addressing  a  certain  noble  earl.  Mr.  George 
left  the  business  less  than  a  year  ago.  His  last  few  years 
were  clouded  with  sorrow.  In  a  short  time  he  lost  his 
wife,  his  niece  (who  lived  with  them),  and  his  partner 
(Mr.  W.  H.  Maxey).  He  was  a  strong  churchman  and  a 
Conservative,  but  took  no  prominent  part  in  politics. 

Currie.— At  294  Bath  Street,  Glasgow,  on  July  10, 
John  Currie,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  late  of  Charing 
Cross,  aged  ninety.  Mr.  Currie  for  many  years  carried 
on  a  successful  dispensing  business  in  Sauchiehall  Street, 
where  he  earned  for  himself  a  high  character  alike  for 
skill  as  a  pharmacist  and  business  integrity.  In  the 
'seventies  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  local 
Association,  of  which  he  became  President.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  leading  promoters  of  the  Price-list  movement, 
and  served  as  Chairman  of  the  committee  in  the  palmy 
days  and  even  after  them.  Mr.  Currie  adhered  scrupu- 
lously to  the  List  tariff,  and  continued  to  do  so  until  he 
retired  from  business.  Mr.  Currie  was  deeply  interested 
in  pharmaceutical  education,  and  gave  practical  effect  to 
his  views  by  conducting  a  class,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
local  Association,  to  prepare  students  for  the  Preliminary 
examination,  the  small  fee  charged  being  paid  into  the 
Association  funds.  The  undertaking  did  not  receive  the 
support  it  merited,  but  it  was  creditable  alike  to  the 
Association  and  to  Mr.  Currie.  He  was  a  typical  pharma- 
cist of  the  old  school,  well  endowed  both  with  general  and 
special  culture,  conscientious  and  courteous,  and  as  un- 
compromising an  advocate  of  what  he  conceived  to  be 
right  as  he  was  an  opponent  to  all  that  he  considered 
wrong.  Mr.  Currie  was  not  related  to  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie, 
one  of  a  younger  generation  which  is  following  in  his 
footsteps. 

Haddon.— At  Johannesburg  Hospital,  on  June  23,  Mr. 
John  Haddon,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Main  Street, 
Fordsburg.  Mr.  Haddon,  who  was  a  Minor  man  (July  20, 
1882,  No.  5142),  went  out  to  South  Africa  over  twenty 
years  ago,  and  was  very  popular.  He  was  in  Kimberley 
for  many  years  before  going  to  Johannesburg.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  one  son. 

Herbert.— At  King's  Head  Hill,  Chingford,  on  June  27, 
after  a  long  and  painful  illness,  Margaret  Mary,  wife  of 
Mr.  William  Herbert,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hounslow 
Heath. 

Parker. — Information  was  received  in  London  last  week 
that  while  cruising  with  his  son  in  their  steam-yacht  off 
the  coast  of  British  Guiana,  Dr.  George  Williams  Parker, 
M.R.C.P.,  of  Chiswick,  was  prostrated  with  malarial 
fever,  and,  becoming  unconscious,  died  in  a  few  hours. 
Dr.  Parker  was  formerly  Court  physician  to  the  Queen  of 
Madagascar,  and  was  an  ardent  botanist.  He  left  London 
in  February  to  proceed  to  the  interior  of  British  Guiana 
to  make  collections  of  plants  for  Kew,  and  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  (of  which  he  was  a  corre- 
sponding member),  as  well  as  of  geological  specimens  for 
certain  museums.  Dr.  Parker  received  his  medical  educa- 
tion at  St._  Thomas's  Hospital,  and  became  a  L.S.A.  and 
M.R.C.S.  in  1872.  He  subsequently  became  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians,  Edinburgh  and  London. 
He  spent  from  1872  to  1880  in  Madagascar,  the  first  two 
years  as  medical  officer  under  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  and  the  rest  in  practice  at  Antananarivo.  He  then 
returned  to  England,  but  subsequently  secured  a  Govern- 
ment appointment  at  Hawaii,  and  thereafter  came  back  to 
practise  at  home — successively  in  Christchurch,  Hove,  and 
Chiswick.  While  at  Hove  he  presented  his  scientific  col- 
lection (chiefly  plants  and  minerals  from  Madagascar  and 
Hawaii)  to  the  Hove  Museum.  He  had  done  good  botani- 
cal work  in  British  Guiana  before  he  left,  early  this  year, 
on  his  special  mission,  and  had  made  numerous  literary 
contributions  to  the  science.  Dr.  Parker  was  in  his  fifty- 
seventh  year. 

Wellington. — At  High  Street,  Oakham,  Rutlandshire, 
on  July  12,  Mr.  James  Wellington,  chemist  and  druggist, 
aged  fifty.    Mr.  Wellington  had  carried  on  business  in 


Oakham  for  many  years  and  was  one  of  the  best-known 
tradesmen  in  the  town.  He  also  took  much  interest  in 
local  public  affairs.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  pigeon  and 
poultry  departments  of  the  Rutland  Agricultural  Society 
and  he  was  also  for  several  years  Secretary  of  the  Oakham 
Flower-show. 

Wilson.— At  44  South  Clerk  Street,  Edinburgh,  on 
July  15.  Mr.  James  Wilson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged 
eighty-two.  Mr.  Wilson  was  native  of  Tarbolton,  Ayr- 
shire, and  went  to  Edinburgh  over  sixty  years  ago.  He 
passed  the  Major  examination  in  1852,  and  carried  on  busi- 
ness for  many  years  at  116  Nicolson  Street,  beginning 
there  at  a  time  when  there  were  few  buildings  further 
south  than  his  own  shop.  He  was  well  known  as  an  ardent 
Liberal,  and  as  a  "passive  resister"  in  the  early  'sixties 
he  refused  to  pay  the  annuity-tax  then  levied  in  support  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  with  the  result  that  his  furniture 
was  sold  at  the  Market  Cross.  Up  to  the  end  he  was  a 
keen  politician.  He  retired  from  business  only  six  months 
ago.  He  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  The 
elder  son  is  Dr.  John  Lyon  Wilson,  J. P.,  and  the  younger 
Mr.  Peter  Wilson,  chemist,  11a  Causewayside,  Edinburgh.

Dutyfree  Spirit 


THE  "Revenue  Review"'  (a  journal  published  for  circula- 
tion among  Revenue  officers)  has  recently  devoted 
much  space  to  the  spirit  question.  In  the  June  issue  Mr. 
Thomas  Tyrer's  writings  on  the  subject  are  criticised,  and 
in  a  special  note  on  his  remarks  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, when  the  question  of  surtax  drawback  was  dis- 
cussed, our  contemporary  quotes  (apparently  with  appro- 
bation) the  following  statement  by  the  "  Wine  and  Spirit 
Trade  Record  "  : 

It  is  pretty  clear  that  the  refund  of  the  5c?.  to  the 
importer  of  foi'eign  spirits,  as  against  the  3c7.  to  the  home 
distiller,  would  flood  the  market  with  the  cheap  German 
potato  spirit,  and  the  home  traders  would  not  have  a  look-in 
anywhere.  There  is  something,  perhaps,  to  be  said  against 
levying  a  tax  on  an  article  intended  for  use  in  manufacture 
of  other  goods,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  differ- 
ential bd.  does  increase  the  cost  of  imported  foreign  spirit 
to  the  chemical-manufacturer  who  uses  it.  We  have  already 
pointed  out  that  the  Zd.  allowance  made  to  the  distiller 
embraces  three  items  for  restriction  supposed  to  increase  the 
cost  of  manufacture — viz.,  separation  of  distilling  and  brew- 
ing period,  Id. ;  pi-ohibition  of  mixing  wash,  \d. ;  and  two 
duties  on  corn,  l%d.  As  these  two  latter  are  repealed,  the 
distiller  is  really  in  receipt  of  a  bounty  on  export  of  a 
gallon.  The  differential  bd.  on  import  is  supposed  to  be 
a  set-off  to  the  Zd.  restrictions  on  the  distiller  and  2d. 
on  the  rectifier.  Of  the  distiller's  Zd.  allowance,  l^d.  is  due 
to  corn-duties  non-existent,  and  a  corresponding  amount  of 
the  bd.  differential  tax  is  really  a  protective  impost  in 
favour  of  the  home  manufacturer.  The  remaining  2d.  also 
acts  as  a  protective  tax,  for  foreign  spirits  delivered  for 
methylation  do  not  compete  with  spirits  produced  by  the 
rectifier,  who  is  supposed  to  incur  this  additional  cost  of 
manufacture  by  Excise  restrictions.  To  the  extent  of  Z%d. 
a  gallon,  then,  the  chemical-manufacturer  is  doubtless  a 
sufferer  by  the  tariff  imposts,  and  Mr.  Tyrer  has,  therefore, 
.some  basis  for  his  complaints.  The  distilling-trade  would 
not  look  upon  the  suggestions  with  any  favour. 

This,  obviously,  is  a  complete  justification  of  the  argument 
by  chemical-manufacturers  and  wholesale  druggists — in- 
deed, it  goes  further  than  they  have  ventured.  Now  that 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  agreed  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  of  Inquiry,  this  and  other  matters 
will  be  considered  in  a  judicial  manner. 

Chemists  in  Egypt. — The  Mixed  Court  of  Appeal  has 
approved  the  new  regulation  regarding  the  control  of 
chemists  in  Egypt.  The  regulation  will  be  applicable  to 
European  as  well  as  to  native  chemists,  and  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  of  Ministers  for  their  approval. 
Writing  to  the  "Egyptian  Morning  News"  in  reference  to 
the  foregoing  a  correspondent  states  that  he  entered  a 
chemist's  shop  a  few  days  ago  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Shepheard's  Hotel.  Cairo,  and  asked  for  sal  volatile.  "  The 
assistant  was  apparently  a  Greek,  of  about  eighteen  or 
nineteen  years  of  age,  and  however  profound  his  know- 
ledge might  be  of  pharmacy  in  general  he  had  not  the  re- 
motest acquaintance  with  sal  volatile."  The  correspondent 
adds  that  he  spoke  to  the  man  "in  English,  French,  and 
Italian,  and  finally  the  assistant  brought  from  some  remote 
corner  bottles  to  compound  Epsom  salts." — The  "  Egyptian 
Gazette"  states  that  "much  surprise,  mingled  with  in- 
dignation, is  felt  in  Cairo  at  the  fact  of  Nacamali,  the 
chemist  who  caused  the  death  of  the  girl  Nellie  Griffith 
by  giving  her  strychnine  instead  of  santonin,  being  allowed 
to  keep  his  pharmacy  open  and  continue  his  business  in 
spite  of  the  verdict  of  manslaughter  returned  against  him 
by  the  jury  before  whom  the  case  was  heard.  Whether 
the  blame  rests  with  the  Italian  Consular  authorities  or 
the  Sanitary  Department,  or  both,  the  public  do  not  stop 
to  inquire ;  but  they  consider,  and  very  rightly,  that  to 
allow  a  man  against  whom  such  a  serious  charge  is  pre- 
ferred to  practise  still,  is  a  grave  scandal.  They  think, 
moreover,  it  is  high  time  that  the  responsible  Department 
of  the  Government  took  in  hand  and  examined  the  whole 
question  of  pharmacies  and  the  granting  of  authority  to 
practise  to  dispensing  chemists."  The  "Egyptian  Morn- 
ing News"  also  comments  very  strongly  on  the  "grossly 
loose  manner  in  which  the  authorities  permit  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men  to  practise  as  chemists."

The  Metric  System  in  Prescriptions. 
Sir. — The  adoption  of  the  metric  system  will  not  be 
hastened  by  such  gross  misrepresentation  (no  doubt  un- 
intentional) as  is  contained  in  "  Xrayser's  "  article  in  your 
number  of  July  2.    Although  at  least  50,000  metric  pre- 
scriptions have  passed  through  my  hands  this  last  ten 
years,  I  was  fairly  puzzled  by  your  contributor's  quota- 
tion.   The  signs  Ml,  Dl.  and  L  are  never  employed,  and, 
in  fact,  do  not  exist.    The  prescription  in  question  is  a 
grotesque  parody,  and  one  would  think  had  been  written 
with  the  express  intention   of   discrediting  the  metric 
system  in  the  eyes  oi  the  medical  profession.    This  is  how 
the  prescription  should  be  written  :

The  metric  terms  in  common  use,  both  in  dispensing  and 
retail  trade,  are  five  in  number — namely,  litre,  kilo., 
gramme,  centigramme,  and  milligramme ;  fractions  of  both 
litre  and  kilo,  are  expressed  in  grammes;  (^  kilo,  is 
spoken  of  as  250  grammes)  ;  fractions  of  a  gramme  are 
expressed  as  centigrammes  and  milligrammes ;  fractions  of 
a  litre  are  frequently  expressed  in  cubic  centimetres.  For 
ordinary  purposes  the  gramme  and  cubic  centimetre  are 
taken  as  equivalent  to  the  millilitre,  which  term  is  never 
employed.  For  large  masses  (solid  or  liquid)  the  cubic 
metre  is  used.  The  terms  pound  (g  kilo.)  and  ounce 
(30  grammes)  are  in  current  use  on  the  Continent.  Here

Our  English  system  of  "solids  by  weight,  liquids  by 
measure  "  need  not  be  interfered  with ;  as,  in  the  case  of 
liquids,  the  gramme  would  be  considered  synonymous  with 
a  cubic  centimetre.  In  dispensing  continental  prescrip- 
tions, however,  everything  must  be  weighed. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  do  not  think  any  one  need  feel 
alarmed  as  to  what  may  or  may  not  happen  in  1909.  Only 
a  little  practical  experience  is  necessary  to  knock  the 
bottom  out  of  all  objections  and  to  render  obvious  the- 
many  advantages  of  the  system.  At  any  rate,  I  have 
shown  that  "Xrayser's"  remarks  "for  purposes  of  in- 
struction "  and  "  to  show  how  our  minds  will  have  to  be- 
disciplined "  are  distinctly  wide  of  the  mark  and  quite- 
uncalled  for.  If  every  man  who  has  had  good  practical 
experience  of  the  metric  system  behind  the  dispensing- 
counter  would  send  a  postcard  to  the  C.  <£•  D.  with  a 
concise  expression  of  his  opinion,  I  have  not  the  leasti 
doubt  of  the  result.

Edivard  Bcrcloe,  Victoria  Park 
Gate,  N.E.,  writes:  "In  your  reply  to  'Radium'  (10/21), 
page  98,  you  say  that  a  mixture  of  ammonium  chloride  and 
extract  of  liquorice  seems  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  placebo. 
But  ammonium  chloride  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  drugs 
in  the  physician's  armoury.  As  a  stimulant  expectorant  in 
bronchitis  it  is  invaluable,  and  in  combination  with  the 
liquorice  the  prescription  was  doubtless  very  useful  for  the 
patient  for  whom  it  was  intended."

A  reddish  precipitate  is  formed." 

[The  precipitate  is  an  iodide  of  quinine.  In  our  issue  of 
January  9,  page  63,  we  fully  explained  the  cause — viz., 
formation  of  hydriodic  acid,  decomposition  of  that  by 
oxidation,  and  reaction  between  the  iodine  and  quinine. 
See  the  issue  for  details.  In  this  connection  the  Principal 
of  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy  informs  us  of  the 
curious  results  with  a  prescription  similar  to  the  above  which 
ho  gave  to  his  pupils  at  a  recent  class-examination.  The 
pupils  used  exactly  the  same  materials,  yet  a  few  of  them 
gave  in  perfectly  clear  mixtures,  some  dispensed  mixtures 
containing  a  fine  reddish-brown  precipitate,  and  in  other 
cases  the  precipitate  was  much  more  copious.  It  is  obvious 
that  to  get  the  clear  mixture  action  between  the  acid  and 
iodide  must  be  retarded,  and  the  mixture  should  be  dis- 
pensed with  recently  boiled  distilled  water  (to  exclude 
oxygen).  Dissolve  the  quinine,  magnesium  sulphate,  and 
acid  in  4  oz.  of  water;  separately  dissolve  the  iodide  in  an 
ounce  of  water,  and  to  this  add  the  tincture;  wait  ten 
minutes,  and  mix  the  two  solutions,  and  make  up.] 
Hints  Wanted. 
Sir. — Will  you  please  insert  enclosed  query  in  your 
journal,  and  see  if  any  of  your  subscribers  would  give  an 
idea  of  how  best  to  dispense  the  prescription  ?  I  have 
been  told  it  is  quite  possible  to  do  so,  but  although  I 
have  tried  it  in  various  ways  I  cannot  make  a  presentable 
mixture.

9f/58.  W.  W.  H. — The  Eczema-powder  is,  as  you  sur- 
mise, boric  acid.  A  teaspoonful  is  dissolved  in  a  pint  of 
warm  water  to  form  a  lotion. 

162/2.  Meqtwl. — Dry  Developers.  —  We  cave  in  the 
C.  &■  D.,  October  25,  1902,  page  718,  formulas  for  metol- 
quinol  and  pyro.  dry  developers,  which  are  what  you  re- 
quire. 

65/38.  Dilution. — Homoeopathic  Chemist. — There  is  no 
examination  in  homoeopathic  pharmacy  as  far  as  we  are 
aware.  A  homoeopathic  chemist  is  qualified  by  passing 
the  Minor  examination,  the  special  training  in  homoeo- 
pathic pharmacy  being  obtained  as  the  result  of  experience 
and  study  of  homoeopathic  methods.

When  the  swelling  has  subsided  and  the 
blackness  shows,  flannels  wrung  out  of  hot  water  should 
be  allowed  to  lie  upon  the  lids  and  changed  every  few 
minutes,  continuing  the  operation  for  an  hour  or  so  three 
times  a  day  or  oftener.  Massage  is  practised  by  gently 
rubbing  with  the  finger-tips,  using  vaseline  as  the  lubri- 
cant. Professional  "black-eye"  artists  are  said  to  use 
scraped  bryony-root  for  removing  the  discoloration,  and 
the  root  of  Solomon's  seal  had  formerly  a  reputation  for 
the  same  purpose.  A  cooling  lotion  is  prepared  by  dilut- 
ing tincture  of  arnica  (1  to  6  of  water).

[poured  into  the  bath.  Next  a  solution  of  3  lbs.  of  ferrous 
sulphate  is  added,  the  bath  filled  up  with  water,  and  the 
bristles  pressed  tightly  down  by  means  of  boards  weighted 
with  stones.  The  bath  is  then  raised  to  the  boiling-point 
and  kept  at  that  temperature  for  two  to  2^  hours.  After 
(this  allow  the  bath  to  cool,  run  off  the  liquor,  and  wash 
rfche  bristle.  There  is  a  tendency  to  employ  synthetic  dyes 
at  the  present  time  so  as  to  obviate  the  long  boiling. 
Paraphenylene  diamine,  followed  by  hydrogen  peroxide  or 
potassium  permanganate,  is  used,  but  as  it  is  more  expen- 
sive than  the  process  outlined  above,  it  is  confined  to  the 
finer  kinds  of  fur.

A  significant  paragraph  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Consul 
Ladenburg  on  the  trade  and  industry  of  the  Grand  Duchy 
of  Baden  for  1903,  will  interest  British  chemical-manu- 
facturers. Mr.  Ladenburg  states  that  a  large  firm  manu- 
facturing fine  chemicals  reports  that,  though  the  demand 
was  active,  prices  were  almost  unremunerative  by  reason 
of  fresh  competition  at  home  and  abroad.  Foreign  coun- 
tries are  endeavouring  ever  more  vigorously  to  emancipate 
themselves  altogether  from  German  products,  and  with 
much  success.  The  United  States,  especially  under  pro- 
tection of  its  tariff,  is  rapidly  and  successfully  developing 
the  manufacture  of  fine  chemicals,  so  that  the  export  from 
Germany  to  America  can  now  be  effected  only  with  diffi- 
culty. The  same  firm  adds  that  exports  to  Canada  have 
been  made  impossible  by  the  differential  duty  in  favour  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 

Yokohama. 

A.  German  consular  report  on  Yokohama  for  1903  states 
that  the  trade  in  indigo  was  very  active  during  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year,  which  led  to  larger  supplies 
from  India  and  Java,  and  caused  the  import  to  be  larger 
than  in  the  same  period  of  the  previous  year.  A  reduction 
in  price  took  place  in  April,  which  held  on  till  September. 
A  slight  improvement  then  set  in,  which,  however,  dis- 
appeared again  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  large  offers  of 
artificial  indigo  depressed  prices  greatly.  During  the  year 
there  were  further  price-reductions,  and  artificial  indigo, 
which  contained  about  97  per  cent,  of  indigotine,  was 
brought  into  the  market  in  the  form  of  powder  at  2  yen 
per  lb.,  whereas  in  1902  it  cost  2.70  yen.  It  is  therefore 
cheaper  than  vegetable  indigo,  so  that  the  dyers  prefer 
the  first,  and  many  importers  of  indigo  are  now  compelled 
to  import  artificial  indigo  in  order  to  keep  their  customers 
The  keen  competition  in  artificial  indigo  may  perhaps  lead 
to  the  vegetable  indigo  being  driven  from  the  Yokohama 
market  altogether. 

Moscow. 

Eeporting  on  the  trade  of  Moscow  for  the  year  1903, 
Mr.  Consul  Grove  writes  that  Germany  sends  by  far 
the  greater  portion  of  the  imported  chemicals,  doubt  ess 
partly  owing  to  the  fact  that  German  appears  to  be  under- 
stood in  every  chemist's  shop  in  Moscow.  There  is  a 
steady  demand  for  photographic  chemicals.  Am  me  dyes 
are  either  manufactured  by  German  firms  locally  estab- 
lished, offshoots  of  large  German  manufacturers,  or  are 
imported  from  Germany.  The  cheaper  kinds  of  perfumery 
are  manufactured  locally  by  Russian  and  French  farms. 
The  better  sorts  of  soaps  and  perfumes  are  imported  as 
follows  :

The  total  import  of  chemicals  during  1901  was  valued 
at  13,250,000r.  Of  this  2,250,000r.  is  credited  to  Great 
Britain  and  7,900,000r.  to  Germany.  ^t^.'W1' 
surgical  instruments  in  1901  was  to  the  value  of  268,o5Ur. 
Of  this  amount  236,700r.  worth  was  sent  from  Germany, 
and  only  6,500r.  from  the  United  Kingdom.  There  seems 
to  be  no  reason,  according  to  Mr.  Grove,  why  British 
surgical-instrument  makers  should  not  secure  a  larger 
share.  The  number  of  medical  men  in  Russia  is  large  and 
steadily  increasing,  and  as  surgical  instruments  nearly  all 
come  from  abroad,  the  demand  is  likely  to  increase.  Cata- 
logues should  be  printed  either  in  Russian  or  in  German, 
and  prices  indicated  in  roubles  or  marks.  Mr.  Grove  knows 
of  several  cases  where  orders  which  would  have  gone  to 
Great  Britain  went  to  Germany,  simply  because  the 
British  catalogues  were  unintelligible. 

Russian  Soda  Pays. — The  net  profit  made  by  Liubimoff 
Solie  &  Co.,  Russian  soda-manufacturers,  in  1903  amounted 
to  l,325,683r.,  or  274,422r.  more  than  in  the  preceding 
year.    The  shareholders  have  received  16  per  cent.

ALTHOUGH  ten  brokers  only  brought  forward  supplies 
of  new  goods,  the  sales  were  not  concluded  until  one 
■o'clock.  A  larger  proportion  of  the  goods  was  sold  than 
usual,  however,  at  generally  steady  prices.  Cape  alces 
met  with  a  good  demand  at  rather  easier  rates,  and  for 
genuine  Socotrine  in  kegs  considerably  more  money  was 
asked.  Annatto-seed  sold  at  firm  prices,  but  buchu- 
leaves  were  entirely  neglected.  Sumatra  benzoin  was  also 
slow  of  sale,  and  for  Crown  and  grey  cinchona  there  was 
a  good  competition  at  lower  prices.  Cardamoms  were 
only  in  insignificant  supply,  and  brought  rather  firmer 
prices.  Cannabis  indica  sold  at  firm  rates.  Jamaica 
honey  partially  sold  at  cheap  rates ;  and  Rio  ipecacuanha 
was  about  steady,  sea-damaged,  which  comprised  the  bulk 
of  the  sales,  being  rather  easier.  Menthol  declined  Is.  per 
lb.  compared  with  the  last  public  sales,  and  a 
further  drop  was  registered  in  Japanese  demcntholised 
peppermint  oil.  Rhubarb  was  entirely  neglected,  and 
sarsaparilla  brought  rather  better  prices.  Tinnevelly 
senna  of  the  new  crop  was  well  competed  for,  and  very 
high  prices  were  paid.  "Outside"  of  the  drug-auctions 
there  are  few  important  movements,  although  there  is 
rather  a  better  feeling  in  trade  generally.  Saffron  has 
further  declined.  Orange-peel  is  rather  firmer.  Linseed 
oil  and  nitrate  of  soda  are  dearer,  and  carbolic  acid  is 
easier.

Mr.  Alfred  Lambert  also  ob- 
jected on  the  ground  that  the  "room"  was  not  sufficiently 
represented  by  brokers  and  that  there  was  no  precedent  for 
abandoning  the  sales  in  the  August  Bank-holiday  week. 
After  some  inaudible  remarks  from  other  brokers,  the  pro- 
posal was  put  to  the  vote,  and  the  verdict  of  the  majority 
was  in  favour  of  the  sales  being  postponed  for  a  month. 
The  incident  then  closed  for  the  time,  but  at  a  later  stage, 
when  Mr.  Lambert,  the  last  broker  to  sell,  occupied  the 


rostrum,  Mr.  Chas.  Umney  again  brought  forward  the 
question,  declaring  that  the  matter  should  bo  settled  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  parties  by  an  audiblo  discussion,  so 
that  there  might  be  no  misunderstanding,  and  observing 
that  the  company  present  were  quite  competent  to  decide 
the  question.  Mr.  Urwick  urged  that  the  sales  had  always 
taken  place  in  the  August  Bank-holiday  week,  and  that  if 
they  were  abandoned  an  interval  of  six  weeks  would  elapse 
before  "  new  and  old  "  goods  were  again  offered.  After  a 
few  remarks  from  Mr.  W.  W.  Green,  the  incident  ter- 
minated, it  being  understood  that  the  next  sales  will  bo 
held  on  August  18,  and  will  consist  of  new  and  old  goods.

67.  17s.  6(7.,  and  good  block  was  held  at  77.  per  cwt,,  a  bid 
of  67.  15s.  being  refused.  Nine  bags  of  Chilian  realised 
80s.  per  cwt.  For  bleached  Spanish  77.  5s.  to  77.  10s.  was 
wanted.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  export  of  wax  from  Hayti 
during  1903  ;  334,614  lbs.  was  exported,  the  principal  amount, 
120  675  lbs.,  from  Port  au  Prince,  and  108,580  lbs.  from 
Cape  Hayti.  From  Port  Alegre  (Brazil)  42  tons  of  beeswax 
was  exported  during  1903,  valued  at  4,0157. ;  Hamburg  was- 
its  destination. 


Japanese  Sulphur. 

The  exports  of  sulphur  from  Hakodate  during  1905 
amounted  to  19,047  tons,  valued  at  66,891?.,  against  12,705 
tons,  valued  at  46,825/.,  in  1902.  These  figures  show  an  ad- 
vance of  some  6,500  tons  in  quantity  and"  20,0007.  in  value. 
Of  the  total,  the  United  States,  including  Hawaii,  alone 
took  15,987  tons,  valued  at  57,7327.,  the  balance  being  divided 
between  British  North  America  and  Australia. 

Italian  Citrus-industry. 

Italy's  last  crop  of  citrous  fruits  (lemons,  oranges,  man- 
darines, and  pomegranates)  amounted  to  5,250,000,000  in 
number,  exceeding  the  crop  of  the  preceding  year  by 
350,000,000.  The  number  of  fruit-bearing  trees  was  16,700,000. 
Its  exportation  of  citrous  fruits  last  year  amounted  to 
3,095,860  metric  cwt.  Of  these  844,329  cwt,  went  to  Austria- 
Hungary,  726,327  to  the  United  States,  605,414  to  Great 
Britain,  326,230  to  Germany,  279,328  cwt.  to  Russia.  The? 
cultivation  of  citrous  fruits  is  extending  in  Southern  Italy 
and  on  the  island  of  Sardinia,  but  is  steadily  diminishing  in 
Central  and  Northern  Italy. 

Royal  Exchange  Frescoes. 

A  new  fresco  at  the  Royal  Exchange,  the  gift  of  members 
of  the  Stock  Exchange,  depicting  the  granting  of  the 
charter  for  the  foundation  of  the  Bank  of  England,  was 
unveiled  by  the  Ladv  Mayoress  on  Monday.  The  picture  is- 
by  Mr.  George  Harcourt"  and  the  date  of  the  incident  i& 
July  27,  1694.  In  the  course  of  a  short  speech  the  Lord 
Mayor  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Gresham  Committee 
to  fit  all  the  panels  of  the  Exchange  with  these  frescoes. 


A  Substantial  Increase  is  shown  in  the  exports  of  anti- 
mony from  Japan  during  1903,  the  total  amounting  to' 
39,671  tons,  against  750  tons  in  the  previous  year. 

Olive  Oil  to  the  extent  of  9.398  tons  was  shipped  from. 
Seville  during  1903,  against  6,934  tons  and  2,943  tons  for  the 
corresponding  periods  of  1902  and  1901  respectively.  The 
United  Kingdom  absorbs  about  one  half  of  the  exports. 

Japan's  Imports  of  caustic  soda  during  1903  amounted  to. 
6.748  tons  (71,9747.).  against  7.409  tons  (80,4387.)  in  1902.  Of 
potash  chlorate  2,969  tons  was  imported,  against  2,891  tons- 
in  the  previous  year;  and  of  soda  ash  6,890  tons  was  pur- 
chased, or  1,456  tons  less  than  in  the  previous  year.

Cape  Colony. 

Smallpox  has  broken  out  at  East  London,  Cape  Colony. 
The  cases  are  being  removed  to  the  lazaretto  outside  the 
town.  John  Chinaman  has  brought  a  new  disease  to  South 
Africa  in  the  form  of  beri-beri.  The  medical  officials  at 
both  Durban  and  Johannesburg  declare  that  it  is  not  con- 
tagious, and  the  cases  are  simply  sent  into  hospital. 

Cape  Town  was  practically  under  water  on  Saturday 
morning,  June  25.  Towards  the  lower  part  of  the  town 
the  water  made  its  way  down  the  streets  knee  deep. 
Several  druggists'  stores  in  the  peninsula  suffered  damage. 
The  staff  of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  worked  away 
at  the  entrance  of  the  British  Dispensary  in  Adder-ley 
Street,  but  the  water  got  in  nevertheless,  carrying  destruc- 
tion before  it.  Lower  down  Adderley  Street  Messrs. 
Lennon's  force  had  barricaded  the  entrances  to  their  build- 
ing, and  what  water  did  get  through  did  little  damage. 
Along  the  suburban  line  of  railway  the  water  was  so  deep 
in  places  that  it  entered  the  cars,  and  all  traffic  had  to  be 
suspended. 

The  Eeport  of  the  senior  analyst,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Juritz, 
for  the  quarter  ended  March  31,  1904,  states  that  the  total 
number  of  samples  analysed  at  the  laboratories  at  Cape 
Town  and  Grahamstown  during  the  period  mentioned  was 
561,  of  which  111  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  The 
samples  examined  included  nine  of  iron  pills  and  one  each 
of  curry-powder,  turmeric,  cinnamon,  cream  of  tartar, 
glycerin,  Gregory  powder,  tartaric  acid,  saffron,  spirit  of 
nitrous  ether,  and  rhubarb  powder.  Three  samples  of  iron 
pills  were  found  deficient  in  ferrous  carbonate  to  the  extent 
of  45  per  cent.,  50  per  cent.,  and  58  per  cent,  respectively. 
The  sample  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  was  below  B.P. 
strength,  but  all  the  other  samples  were  genuine. 

Customs  Decisions. — The  following  are  among  recent 
Customs  decisions  as  to  the  rates  of  duty  leviable  on  various 
articles  imported  into  Cape  Colony  :  Vanilla  beans,  10  per 
cent. ;  cachous,  2d.  per  lb. ;  castor  oil  (pure),  10  per  cent.  ; 
corrosive  sublimate,  free;  vapo-cresolene,  cyanide  of  so- 
dium, 2£  per  cent. ;  Elliman's  embrocation,  for  animal  use 
free,  otherwise  2_  per  cent.  ;  "  Parisian  essence,"  10  per 
cent. ;  mineral  waters,  so-called  medicinal,  such  as  Hun- 
yadi,  Vichy,  &c,  10  per  cent.;  odol,  floriline,  and  other 
spirituous  dentifrices,  11.  per  imp.  gal.  and  10  per  cent.  ; 
smelling-salts,  25  per  cent.  ;  perfumed  spirits,  under  3  per 
cent,  proof  spirit,  25  per  cent.  ;  solyptol  (preparation  of 
eucalyptus),  free;  solyptol  jujubes,  25  per  cent.;  toilet- 
paper,  10  per  cent.  ;  vegetal  lilac,  Eisohopf  Wasser,  bay 
rum,  and  other  spirituous  hair-washes,  1/.  per  imp.  gal. 
and  10  per  cent. 

Duty  on  Spirit. — Evidence  was  given  before  the  Select 
Committee  on  Colonial  Industries  last  month  by  Mr.  H. 
Evans,  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  & 
Co.,  manufacturing  chemists.  The  firm  employ  106  hands 
in  the  Colony,  and  spend  9,500L  per  annum  in  wages. 
Mr.  Evans  estimated  that  owing  to  the  free,  entry  of 
tinctures  and  such  mixtures  the  Colony  had  lost  revenue 
during  four  years  to  the  value  of  250,000/.  Under  the 
admission  of  spirits  disguised  as  tinctures  and  syrups,  &c, 
the  Colony  was  losing  revenue,  the  farmer  was  losing 
trade,  and  the  Colonial  manufacturers  were  suffering  from 
competition  unduly  favoured.  Mr.  Evans  said  there  were 
practically  800  articles  the  firm  could  not  touch  in  the  way 
of  Colonial  manufacture,  all  of  which  they  made  before. 
"As  an  example,"  he  said,  "of  the  difference  in  price, 
take  tincture  of  aconite.    The  cash  price  in  England  ■« 


3s.  6d.  per  lb.,  ordinary  purchase-price,  but  it  .onus  to 
South  Africa  at  8</.  The  spirit  which  home  manufacturers 
use  in  these  things  is  not  wine  spirit,  but  potato  and  grain 
spirit,  obtained  by  distillation.  ...  At  one  time  we  used 
to  manufacture  the  whole  of  this  list  of  800  articles,  but 
now  that  these  people  are  able  to  supply  cheaper  than  we 
can  make  with  Colonial  spirit,  we  have  had  to  import 
ourselves.  .  .  .  The  Customs  have  been  allowing  all 
spirituous  liquors  to  come  through  at  10  per  cent,  ad 
valorem.  .  .  .  They  should  all  come  under  the  spirit-duty, 
to  protect  the  Colonial  wine  farmer." 

"Do  you,"  Mr.  Evans  was  asked,  "employ  a  large 
number  of  girls  in  the  making  of  Dutch  medicines?" 

"  We  used  to  employ  more  than  we  are  doing  now.  We 
used  a  good  deal  of  Colonial  spirit  in  the  making  of  Dutch 
medicines.  Eight  or  nine  years  ago  we  used  to  employ  a 
great  many  more  girls  than  we  do  now  in  the  making  of 
Dutch  medicines  .  .  .  for  the  simple  reason  that  people 
here  got  to  know  the  recipes  for  the  usual  Dutch  medicines, 
then  went  home,  and — because  the  Customs  allow  the 
spirit  to  come  through — flooded  the  country  with  medicines 
made  at  home.  Two  firms  who  manufactured  largely  here 
have  closed  down  and  started  factories  on  the  other  side. 
If  the  duty  is  imposed  we  shall  at  once  start  to  manu- 
facture again  all  the  things  which  have  been  dropped." 

Considerable  Friction  exists  between  the  Customs 
officials  at  the  Cape  and  those  in  Natal  and  the  Transvaal. 
The  last-named  being  the  chief  State,  and  not  a  self- 
governing  oive,  its  officials  are  not  always  subject  to 
reason,  the  result  being  that  one  duty  is  levied  at  the  Cape 
ports,  another  at  Durban,  and,  of  course,  the  highest 
possible  duty  in  the  Transvaal,  that  Colony  being  in  a 
state  of  bankruptcy,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  an 
official  for  every  six  of  adult  population.  Before  the 
Transvaal  joined  the  Customs  Union  the  working  was  bad 
enough,  especially  as  regards  products  used  in  the  drug 
and  allied  trades.  We  gave  an  outline  of  this  early  in 
1902,  but  ever  since  the  gold-producing  colony  came  into 
the  arrangement  the  other  Colonies  have  suffered  at  her 
dictation.  To-day  it  is  only  a  matter  of  finding  out  which 
port  you  can  get  your  goods  through  the  Customs  cheapest, 
and  every  foreign  representative  knows  this,  consequently 
uses  discretion  when  ordering  merchandise  for  the  Trans- 
vaal. Some  of  them  even  go  so  far  as  to  split  up  the 
shipments,  using  one  port  for  the  goods  that  will  pass 
through  that  particular  port  at  a  lower  rate  than  its  next- 
door  neighbour,  and  the  other  for  goods  that  will  be 
treated  as  kindly  higher  up  the  coast.  A  difference  of 
15  per  cent,  is  not  to  be  lost  sight  of  in  these  times, 
and  if  the  Customs  Union  cannot  work  its  tariff,  that  is 
not  a  matter  for  concern  to  shippers  and  importers.  From 
the  importing  druggist's  point  of  view  the  present  Union 
tariff  is  more  suggestive  of  a  South  _  American  Republic 
than  of  a  civilised  combine  of  British  colonies.  Great 
things  are  to  be  done  when  the  next  tariff  is  framed  in 
about  two  years'  time.  South  Africa  is  a  great  land  for 
hope.  Great  things  are  always  going  to  be  done,  but 
never  are  done.  The  tariff  that  was  in  force  in  1896  was 
certainly  a  workable  one,  but  when  the  change  took  place 
later  on — and  the  present  effort  is  the  third  one  since  then 
— matters  began  to  become  complex,  and  they  are  so  now 
in  the  extreme. 
Natal. 

Mr.  Salinger,  representing  the  Vinolia  Company 
(Limited)  and  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  was 
in  Durban  on  June  25,  and  intended  visiting  Delagoa  Bay 
and  Beira,  after  picking  up  a  few  "crumbs"'  in  Natal. 
Messrs.  Oppenheimer's  traveller  was  also  in  town  at  the 
same  time  interviewing  the  local  medicos. 

The  Arrival  of  "  Chow."— Very  little  excitement  was 
apparent  in  Durban  when  the  first  batch  of  Chinese 
labourers  put  in  an  appearance.  The  medical  _  officer  of 
health  reported  that  about  forty  cases  of  beri-beri  had 
occurred  during  the  voyage,  otherwise  the  coolies  were  in 
o-ood  condition.  After  the  usual  preliminaries  of  -dentin- 
c'ation,  such  as  taking  finger-prints,  photographing,  number- 
ing &c  ,  the  Celestials  were  entrained  for  Johannesburg 
hi  trainloads  of  about  350.  The  Government  imposed 
severe  restrictions  on  sightseers,  so  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  officials,  wry  few  people  saw  the  new  arrivals. 
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A  "Gazette  Extraordinary"  publishes  a  Bill  to  make 
certain  alterations  which  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  to  the  Customs  Union  in  the  tariff.  One  clause 
reads  :  "  The  25  per  cent,  duty  on  medicines,  patent  or 
proprietary,  is  altered  to  read,  on  '  medicinal  preparations 
not  being  drugs  in  their  pure  and  unmixed  state,  per  luOi., 
25/.'  "  it  is  difficult  at  present  to  say  how  iar  this  im- 
portant clause  will  reach,  as  the  Customs  officials  them- 
selves do  not  know  what  is  intended,  Should  it  mean  the 
taxation  of  tinctures,  infusions,  <&c,  the  whole  system  of 
importation  of  spirituous  preparations  will  have  to  under- 
go a  change.  Two  Durban  chemists  journeyed  to  Maritz- 
uurg  and  interviewed  the  Colonial  Secretary  on  the  sub- 
ject. A  petition  against  the  proposed  alteration  is  being- 
circulated  for  signature  among  all  the  chemists  in  the 
Colony. 

Transvaal. 

The  Third  Session  of  the  Legislative  Council  was 
opened  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  tsir  A.  Lawley,  at 
Pretoria  on  June  23.  in  his  speech  dealing  with  the 
legislation  proposed  to  be  introduced  during  the  session, 
Sir  A.  Lawley  mentioned  that  one  of  the  proposed 
measures  was  the  "  Law  Relating  to  Medical  Practi- 
tioners."  This  is  the  new  Medical  Bill,  which  includes  the 
proposed  Pharmacy  Law  for  the  Colony.  It  is  said  that 
both  Sir  Richard  Solomon  (Attorney-General)  and  Sir 
George  Farrar  (an  influential  member  of  the  Legislative 
Council)  are  in  favour  of  the  Bill  as  drafted. 

The  First  Batch  of  Chinese  have  arrived,  writes  a 
Johannesburg  correspondent,  and  are  at  the  Comet  Mine, 
some  twenty-five  or  thirty  miles  from  here,  near  Boksburg. 
It  will  take  a  good  many  more  Chinamen,  however,  to 
restore  prosperity  to  Johannesburg,  as  there  is  no  question 
that  most  of  the  mines  could  have  been  working  long  ago 
with  Kaffir  labour  had  the  financiers  been  willing.  There 
is  something  at  the  back  of  all  this  which  outsiders  do 
not  know,  but  which  will  leak  out  later.  In  the  mean- 
time many  of  the  mines  require  an  increase  of  capital  to 
start  work ;  and  now  that  they — the  big  men — are  allowed 
the  Chinamen,  and  have  worked  Lord  Milner  for  all  they 
can,  they  will  very  soon  want  to  get  rid  of  him.  Business 
here  is  terribly  bad ;  this  month  being,  if  anything,  a  tritie 
worse  than  last.  Folk  at  home  have  no  idea  how  trade 
goes  down  or  jumps  up  in  South  Africa,  a  business  doing, 
say,  500/.  a  month  will  run  down  to  150/.  in  six  months' 
time,  although,  of  course,  in  another  six  months  it  may 
be  up  to  600/.  or  700/. 

Another  Transvaal  Correspondent  says  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal 
on  June  23  was  a  pleasant  social  reunion  for  many  Trans- 
vaal chemists.  The  writer  goes  on  to  complain,  however, 
that  since  November,  1894,  when  the  Society  was  formed, 
up  till  the  present  day,  there  has  been  only  one  meeting 
held  each  year.  He  urges  more  frequent  meetings,  with 
papers  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  chemistry,  or  any 
subject  pertaining  to  the  occupation  of  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, particularly  for  the  benefit  of  apprentices  and  junior 
assistants,  who  have  no  opportunity  of  attending  classes  as 
in  England.  A  simple  paper  every  month  would  be  a 
mine  of  instruction  to  these  youths,  who  have  no  oppor- 
tunities of  learning  their  business.  Practically  everything 
but  water  is  imported  into  South  Africa.  There  are 
scarcely  any  manufactures.  Now  that  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  members  of  the  Society  have  been  placed  on  the 
committee  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  in  a  district  with 
a  white  population  of  100,000  the  chemists  and  druggists 
should  be  able  to  meet  at  least  once  a  month  and  find  some- 
thing interesting  to  talk  about. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE

The  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
June  23,  at  the  Australia  Hotel,  Johannesburg,  the  Pre- 
sident (Mr.  Robert  Butters)  in  the  chair.  Among  others 
present  were  Messrs.  Lewis  Thomas  (Vice-President),  B. 
Owen  Jones  (Boksburg),  Metz,  Leeds,  Ashkanasy,  Smith, 
Johnson,  Gersehung,  Keir,  Macdonald,  Cohen,  Behrmann, 
and  Levin  (Secretary). 


Annual  Report. 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  and  balance-sheet,  the 
President  said  the  committee  regretted  that  the  hopes  held 
out  at  the  last  general  meeting  of  the  Society  respecting 
the  passing  of  the  new  Pharmacy  Act  had  not  yet  been 
realised.  During  the  past  year  the  Legislative  Council 
at  Pretoria  had  been  so  occupied  with  important  business 
in  connection  with  the  Colony  that  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Act  had  been  temporarily  shelved.  The  committee 
hoped  that  the  Act  will  be  passed  in  its  entirety  at  an 
early  date,  and  he  (the  President)  was  pleased  to  inform 
the  meeting  that  he  had  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Act  stood  every  chance  of  passing  through  the  Legislature 
during  the  following  two  months.  A  chemists'  associa- 
tion for  the  protection  of  trade  interests  was  formed 
during  the  year  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society.  A 
deputation  from  the  Society  waited  upon  the  Director  of 
Customs  in  November  last,  and,  in  consequence  of  the 
discussion  which  ensued  regarding  the  tariff  on  packed 
drugs,  a  reduction  has  taken  place  in  the  duties  oh  various 
articles.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Levin)  reported  an 
increase  in  the  membership,  and  the  financial  statement 
showed  a  balance  of  65/.  8*.  6rf.  in  hand. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  arising  out  of  the 
report,  the  new  law  of  the  Orange  River  Colony  coming 
in  for  a  fair  share  of  criticism.  Various  letters  that  had 
appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  during  the  year 
criticising  the  Society  were  likewise  commented  upon. 
The  question  of  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  was 
again  discussed,  but  no  definite  decision  was  come  to  on 
the  subject. 

Election  of  Officers. 

The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  then  elected  as 
follows  :  President,  Mr.  Lewis  Thomas  (Loewenstein, 
Limited)  ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  (Mayor  of 
Boksburg);  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  Mac- 
donald (Loewenstein,  Limited)  ;  members  of  Committee  : 
Messrs.  Metz,  Butters,  Keir,  Rawlinson,  Leeds,  Din- 
woodie,  Smith,  and  Corry  (for  Johannesburg],  Messrs. 
Raworth,  Evans,  and  Tibbit  (for  Pretoria),  Mr.  E.  J. 
Adcock  (Krugersdorp),  and  Mr.  F.  Pirrie  (Germiston). 

The  retiring  officers  were  heartily  thanked  for  their 
services,  and  ten  new  members  were  proposed  and  elected.
